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ROGER BABSON 
GIVES ADDRESS 
TOFi.CAIMNCE 



Roger W. Babson great statistician 
and economist addressed the college 
idrls and p«ople ot Tallahassee, Jan. 8. 

His talk was preceded by words of 
welcome to the rislters from La. on 
behalf of the city by Mayor McGinnis 
of Tallaiiaasee. Response to this 
welcome was made by Mayor O'Keefe 
ot New Orleans. There followed 
several selections on the organ by 
Miss Margaret Dow, and Mrs. Ed- 
mundson gave some beautiful num- 
bers on tbe^Ttolta. 

Or. Conradl then introduced M*-. 
i:;i!i.son as "the great economist but 
.;i <-ater still a man who pmta spiritual 
things first." 

Mr. 'Babson first read a poem 
■ The Five Blind Men of Hindustan," 
from which we learn that tho each 
man WM tn tbe right all were in the 
wrong. He drew an analogy between 
this poem and the people of Florida. 
In our enthusiasm over state we are 
apt to forget all the state as being 
dependent npon one mBotho- to form 
the whole. 

He then put a question to the col- 
lege girls In the audien'e "What are 
we here for?" "Your first duty should 
be to help the state — ^not in anything 
thai will not be la<iting and that will 
not have an influence." He urged 
the college girls to be a centre of 
influence In any organization — in 
( hurch — and reminded that the popu- 
l.ition of I'lorida i.s only a friution 
of the entire population of New York 
City. Then hla challenge to the col- 
lege girls of today was to so fit them- 
selves so that they may go out well 
and bear childrw. liTlng child is 
the greatest thing a woman can 
'Tfate." 

.Mr. Babson then discossed Florida's 
resonrces. Florida has great possl- 
bUiUes. being the only sUte in the 
Union with the three basic materials 
necessary to prodnction — Sunshine, 
Water and Phosphdras. There are 
over SO kinds of track in Florida. 
He stressed again how girls can in 
(luence aQd direct the career of men. 
So many young men, Mr. Babson 
stated, are discouraged from farming 
by their sisters or perhaps by their 
sweethearts, and yet Florida farms 
per acre pay the largest of 48 states. 
The last statisUcs show an average m 
come of 1103.00 per acre. "Farms 
make men, over 3-4 of bankers in 
N. T, were bom on farms. Cities are 
great famaces which consume the 
men from the country. The country 
breeds manhood, integrity, honor, 
valor, and habits of the finest and 
highest quality." 

Mr. Babson predicted that Florida 
would in years to come be a great 
clearing house for South America 
harbors — he predicted a great foreign 
exchange and great export and im- 
port bnslaess. 

Next he discussed the tourist prop- 
ositicm in r^ard to how much wealth 
Just the reUred capitalists could bring 
to Florida in three months time.

DR. RICHARDS 
GIVES LECTURES 
ON BASIS OF MUSIC 



Dr. Richards gave two most in- 
teresting lectures last Thnrsday and 
Monday afternoon on •*The Physical 
Basis of Music." ^ 

His lectures were carefully worked 
out and each item discussed was il- 
lustrated if possible with laboratory 
instruments. Dr. Richards first ex- 
plained tbiat elasticity or some force 
was necessary to make vibrations, 
which in turn produce sound if the 
rate of vibrations is fast enough. 
The lowest audible musical sound is 
sixteen vibrations per second 

Discs, toning forks and glass tubes 
were used to illustrate the pitch of a 
musical tone. The principle of an 
organ pipe was also explained and il- 
lustrated by means of a glass tube 
apparatus. 

Dr. Richards presented the Inter- 
national Chart of music tones which 
showed the mathematical ratio of 
vibrations. At the conclusion of the 
lecture pictures of sound waves were 
reproduced upon a screen showing 
that sounds can he seen and heard. 
These lectures proved very interest- 
ing and educational for everyone 
present.

On this occasion music was fur- 
nished by members of the Faculty of 
the School of Music. Miss Margaret 
Dow gave organ solos of varied style 
on the four-manual Skinner Organ. 
Her mastery of the organ and its tone 
palette was evidenced In these inter- 
pretations. 

On this occasion Mrs. Clara Faring- 
ton-Bdmondson. vloUnist, made her 
first public appearance as a soloist in 
the College Auditorium since her re- 
turn as a member of the faculty. Mrs. 
Edmondson Is an artist of great depth 
and skill in interpretation, tone and 
technique. It was a great pleasure 
to again hear her as a member of the 
faculty. Miss Flostrom ably accom- 
panied hier.

The Russian Symphoafc Choir 
which is one of the Artist Series Con 
certs, will appear in the Auditorium 
January 27. The Choir is well-known 
throughout the country and is one 
of the best chonu of voices now 
traveling this countnr. The Bostoo 
Transcript says: 

• That :s to say, the Singing last eve- 
ning was at times almost beyond be- 
lief. It was not tbe periodic or 
--•poradic rise and fall, the coniinual 
ebb and flow of a normal chorus, but 
the subtle and marvelous flexion oft 
complex and living organ.

On the 
foundation of the voices, the ultimate 
effect is pervadingly beautiful and 
continuingly strange. It is a new 
mobility In the choral art, a new ap- 
proximation, by simple means, of de- 
sirable complexity, a thrilling adven 
ture in craftsnuuiship. To say that 
the end of this sort of timbres and 
traffick wltb the iodividnal is th* 
illusion of symphonic plavlnc is n ' 
to exaggerate. Mr. Kibakhuh re- 
made a particular study of the hum 
ming tone, the tight-lipped head-tone, 
ind the rounder sonorities of the full 
hn.ated bass. It is in the daring and 
oricrlnal employment of these that a 
shifting brilliance of the vibration 
mimes the legato string or the chuckl-

The gttnip of sonnets calleii "l^i- 
ment," a lament for "glamorous beau- 
ty," was occasioned, no doubt, by the 
author's experience of being cooped 
up In the drab walls of a boarding- 
school far away from home, when her 
thoughts, escaping the prison walls 
and fleeing the dreary textbooks, wan- 
dered back to the beautiful thinirs in 
naturt and art which she had previous- 
ly known: the old garden, the winds, 
the stillness after nSn, music, the 
poetry of Keats. 

"This is a poor, bleak place that holds 
me now 

Bound over books, and tonely and 

alone." 

The same mood is more grimly given 

in "School":

Rules As to Choice of Rooms

2. Any student may retain her pr^ 
ent room. Unless a student is sure of 
securing a reservation in her first or 
second choice she should retain her 
present room in her tbhrd clMiice. 

3. Any student remaining in a room 
can choose another roommate without 
restriction U her present nwnunate 
does i)0t return to that room, provided 
she makes the choice promptly and the 
person selected has paid her fee and 
is entitled to a reservation.

The reader who is to 
acquire a taste for cood things must 
spontaneously find his own way. if he 
is really to become a lifelong enthusi- 
ast But how can one be spontaneous ^ 
in a modem college? The student may " 
wander through the library, and take 
out a book at random from the crowd- 
ed shelves. It starts badly, or the 
print is small and the pages many, 
and soon he lays it down. He may 
have the best of intentions but it is 
hard to get going. 

The college must somehow make 
more of an effort to get the student 
past his dead center, and started to 
reading good books on his own ac- 
count How shaU we get him on iiis 
own responsibility? — ^Prof. Harry T.

The 
peculiar scales, rhythms, and eomUaa>- 
tion of instruments of the OrlOTt were 
woven into an ensemble replete with 
color and characterization.

Reel" arranged by Pochon: "Deep 
River ; "Drink to Me Only with Thine 
Eyes." also arranged by M. Pochon. 
swoml violinist of the Quartet 

The next Artist Coneert will not he 
a part of the Student Activity Artirt 
Series. It will be glTMi hy Florence 
Macbeth, leading coloratnra soprano 
of the Chlca«o Opera Company. She 
received an ovation in her concert 
last season as one of the Artist Series 
On February 19th Miss Macbeth will 
sing in eoetume a program of "Three 
Qeaovtimis of Prima Doanaa.

The Russian Symphonic Choir in 
their concert at Florida State College, 
January 27th, brought to the audience 
a master demonstration and revela- 
tion of a new era in choral singing. 
A dllTerence was felt from the mo- 
ment of the choir's entrance upon the 
stage. There was a reverence for 
their art and an intensity of purpose 
In their poise and attention. The 
voices seemed to have been selected 
not for unity but for variety of color 
within the parts, giving the timbre 
balance effect heard In an orchestra. 
The attack of tones is distinctively 
decisive giving a clear enunciation as 
was heard in the song with English 
words "The Temple Bells" by Wood- 
ford-Finden. The program divided 
into Sacred, Classical, and Folk Songs 
brought Its greatest message in the 
opening group. The Russian Church 
has fostered a great development in 
Sacred A Capella singing, as there is 
no accompanying Instrument used in 
their service and the singers In the 
Russian Choirs are required to deTOte 
their voices entirely to the church. 
The group opened with an arrange- 
ment of the most ancient melody in 
use in the Greek-Catholic Church, fol- 
lowed by Glinka's "Chant de Chem- 
bins" sung in six parts. The "Credo" 
by (^etdtanlnoff was an outstanding 
example of resonant intensity ot chor- 
al background to the fervent intona- 
tion of the soloist. LvoTrity'B 'Xord, 
Have Mercy," a seqaenee formed of 
two Russian words and repeated sev- 
enty times from a liHtlaBimo throagh 
a decresceado to the moat ddieate 
yet resonant tones, was soi^ ■ eew i in g 
ly without avbrea^ To the Joy of 
the an<Ueace several ot the numbers 
were repeated. In the seeond singing 
of the "Lord, Have Meioy." the key 
was changed beginning oa a UglMr 
pitch. The abaolute nAtiA of tUa or- 
ganlnttioB ia oncaany. 'WlOipitt aay 
pitch being giTen. the entire choir 
opens with perfect intonation in what^ 
ever key is required. The choir pro- 
duces many beautiful accompanying 
effects. The tolling of the great deep 
Cathedral bells was interpreted with 
the balance of overtones that was true 
to that instrument. The Classical and 
Folk groups held deep interest 
throughout. The "Volga Boatman" 
was sung with the atmosphere that 
only the Russians can feel. The guid- 
ing of this choir by the director, 
Basile Kabalchich. with at times al- 
most Imperceptible movements is a 
demonstration of a new school of chor- 
al conducting, of which this leader is 
the most illustrious example. The 
Choir attired in a costume, a combina- 
! tion of the old Russian dress of the 
nobles and the colorfulness of the 
peasantry of the Ukraine made a pic- 
turesque picture for the evening.

A blow at fraternities, backed by' 
the administration and supported hy 
outside financial aid, which may result | 
In their extinction on the Syracuse 
University campus, was struck here 
this week. 

Declaring, that fraternal groups as 
they exist m .\merican colleges at 
present, are antiquated and a remnant 
of a medieval age of education, or- 
ganization of a Student Union of sev- 
eral thousand members is announced. 

Three months of secret meetings be- 
tween administrative authorities and 
representative neutral students have 
preceded this move Fraternities and 
sororities are in an uproar over the 
impending danger to their social 
status. 

The chief aim of the new organla- 
tion is to give the neutral students the 
social life and other campus (Tivih gi s 
now enjoyed only by memners of the 
fraternal groups, who form approxi- 
mately a third of the entire student 
body. 

The Union's first concern is the 
establishment of a central building 
where co-eds can gather between 
classes to ."tndy or loun.ge and chat 
without being disturbed by the male 
half of the student group. This will 
fill a need that has been felt keenly 
by the administration. 

Temporary quarter^ will be rented 
or purchased within the coming month 
and outfitted with rest noma. Study 
rooms and an office for the Dsn of 
Women, Dr. Iva Peters. 

Eventually the Union plans to erect 
a permanent building with two wings, 
one to house women's activities and 
another for the men, whieb according 
to present plans will cost appnudmate- 
ly $1,500,000. 

Fraternities and sororities are at- 
tacked as being "throw-backs ' to the 
Stone-Age, exerting a detrimental in- 
fluence on the whole university and 
fostering the clique-spirit of savages. 
Breeding of schism and discontent 
within the student body is laid at their 
door. 

However, the chief interest of this 
new organization seems to be that of 
providmg a well-rouaded college life 
for every student in the uuivirsity 
rather than just the few who belong 
to frattrnities. i nder its guidance, 
participation in a certain number of 
social functions is SMured eadi st«- 
deiit. 

I'lans for the Syracuse Union have 
been drawn from those of the univer- 
sities of .Michigan and Illinois. Oflicers 
will be drawn irum the entire student 
body by a Governing Board of twelve, 
and anyone enrolled in the university 
is eligible for awmbmbip.— The New 
Student.

There are two vital problems facing 
the American people today. These 
problems concern our next-door n^gh- 

bors as well as it does us. 

We do not wish to go into iletail and 
discuss thi'se jirolilems. What we wish 
to do is to arouse a feeliiiu of resi)onsi- 
bility in the student towan! these situ- 
ations. If this feeling leads only to 
better informed students in regard to 
w^hat policy oiu- edvernment is adopt- 
ing this article will not be in vain. 

Mexico and Nicaragna! Our neigh- 
bors! 

In Mexico the heart of the trouble 
lies on the part of that government to 
enforce the oi! and land laws based 
on her constitution. Foreign owners of 
oil lands were given until Jan. 1, i;<27, 
to register, with the understanding 
that those who had legitimate titles 
to land prior to IftlT would be given 
fifty year leases in exchange. Most of 
the foreign owners, excepting the 
Americans, have comiilied with the 
law, and even some .\mericans. There 
is good cause to lielieve that one rea- 
son which has kept some companies 
from filing under the law is that their 
titles are not clear and hence they fear 
that they will not receive leases. Uiplo- 
matic and undiplomatic pressure have 
been exerted to prevent Mexico from 
carrying out her purpose. 

In Nicaragua it is necessary to try 
to determine the relative constitution- 
ality of Adolfo Diaz, elected by the 
Nicaraguan Congress, who is recog- 
nized by the United States govern- 
ment, and Dr. Juan Larasa. the former 
Vice President, now leading a revolt, 
who is recognized by Mexico. It seems 
clear that Diaz is being supported by 
the United States government because 
he is friendly to American inti re.sts, 
and consequently the armed forf es of 
the United States are being used under 
pretext of protecting American inter- 
ests to obstruct the opersttooa of La- 
case. 

These are the two problems briefly 
told. What are students doing about 
them? Students from DePauw Uni- 
versity, Harvard, University of Penn., 
have sent forth resolutions in which 
they demand arbitration with Mexico 
and Nicaragua, in wlii( h tliey niake an 
appeal asainst the apparent tendencies 
of our cciuntry toward an imperialistic 
foreign policy. Latin students are pro- 
testing "against the attitude of vio- 
lence adopted by the United States in 
Nicaragua. ' They are hostile to 
"Yankee Imi)erialism."' 

American students who learned a 
message of peace from the world war 
have got to learn another. W3ien they 
learn that international relations begin 
at home they will have gotten far to- 
ward bettering the world. 

Surely there are no problems at is- 
sue which cannot be settled by arbi- 
tration better than war. Let us mar- 
shal those resources of square dealing, 
understanding and audacious friendli- 
ness that are our creed. 

Are we, going to remain indifferent?

The G>llege, The Flesh, and 
The DevU 



No one ought to say that the colleges 

are going to the dogs. Everyone ought 
to recognize that the wealth of Ameri- 
ca and its .growth in mnnbers have 
brought the World to the College. 
Whether the Flesh and the Devil are 
to come also depends very largely on 
the colleges. 

The contrast between the college 
that was (even if only in tradition) 
and the college that is (even if only in 
apjirehension I is most striking in the' 
colleges fi r woni'-n. because the col- 
leges for uomen are so new. Fifty 
years ago the woman who went to col- 
lege was a pioneer. She was regarded 
as peculiar. Today her daughters and 
her granddaughters may consider the 
failure to secure adniissinn to college 
as a social setback. And to be in col- 
lege means to be in a desirable at- 
mosphere, if not actually to be in "the 
swim." The danger is that the college 
for women shall become so( ially rather 
than intellectually "select." There is 
no avoiding the adjustment of stand- 
ards to the students who are there to 
be tau.Eht." "You cannot indict a na- 
tion." If the college for women acc;'pt 
and keep large numbers of students 
who care more for fun and the thrills 
and distinctions of "society" than for 
hooks and thinking;, there is small 
chance that standards of learning can 
or will be maintained. 

Hear, then. President Neilson of 
Smith. Snii'.h College, says Dr. Neil- 
son, is not going to be turned iiuo "a 
center of engaging social life with a 
few duties to give a kind of relish to 
a perpetual holiday. . . . We are going 
to insist that the intellectual lifi; here 
shall be the main life, even if we have 
to dispense w'ith a large number of 
admirable and effective persons." — Mt. 
Holyoke.

Puppet shows, one of the oldest 
"formS of entertainment, have been re- 
vived at F. S. W. C. One of the indus- 
trial art classes under the supervision 
of Miss Roberts Is responsible for this 
revival. The class as a whole, after 
reading material on puppet shows, es- 
pecially tho.se of Tony Sar» deci<leil 
to write plays suitable for puppets 
As the study of foods In relation to 
health was then the topic of class <iis 
cussion. it was decided that these 
plays should bring out certain health 
rules of value and interest to kind< r 
garten and primary children. Two 
plays were chosen to be presented: 
"White Horses," by Bemice Hershey, 
and "Princess Racehead," by Julia 
Spreaul. 

All of the work in this project was 
done by the girls of the class. The 
puppets were made from silk stockin^-'s 
and other scraps of material. The 
stage, the scenery, and the miniature 
stage furniture were dssijrned and con- 
structed by various proups of pirls.

The Florida State CoUesre Orchestra 
made its debut as a Symi)hony Orches- 
tra in the College Auditorium on Feb- 
ruary 14th.

Her 
voice is a contralto, which has a reso- 
nant, luscious quality. She sang later 
with string accompaniment the "Haba- 
nera" from Carmen. This numtjer 
seemed remarkably suited to her voice. ' 
Miss Bisant is only a Sophomore in 
College. Her singing on this occasion ' 
indicates fine possibilities and much 
is expected from her in the continua- 1 
lion of her course in the School of 
Music. Miss Gladys Storrs artistically 
accompanied Miss Msmt in her solo 
group. 

The Orchestra players, arranged in 
tiers, were a charming sight. They 
were attired in costumes of white 
satin, with black satin jackets and 
sashes. The director wore a red satin 
coat. The iine architectural back- 
ground of the organ screen and the 
garnet and gold velvet draped curtains 
made a lovely setting for the group.

The Fifty-Seven Lays. 

Some three hiindTed years ago old women were put to death under 
suspicion as witches because they "drest not as old women should 
nor acted accordingly." A couple of decades ago the Wright brothers 
were labelled a pair of fools for their folly in thinking that a machine 
could leaye the ground and hurtle through the air. At pre.sent there 
is a great hue and cry betwcn tlie conservatives who are disinclined 
to see the world flung to the dogs by the capable "radicals," and the 
modernists who scoff merrily at these long-atrophied fossils and hope 
for striking reforms at tlieir own hands. 

There is always the amiable majority which is above all else toler- 
ant" and "broadminded," meanwhile awaiting with barely concealed 
craving the day when their worst saspieions will come true.

A Message from Cliioa 



In fifteen years there has been a 
gradual national movement in China. 

Hundreds of thousands of students, 
merchants and gentry are feeling their 
respcmsiblUty to the government. They 
are trying to form a new republic 
Their desire is for complete national 
iiuiepondence and full equality with 
the other powers. 

In the meanwhile the conditions in 
China are chaos. There is warfare 
between rival militarists. We have no 
conception of the pathetic inadequacy 
of the shadow government in Peking. 
Wholesale bummg and killing Is com 
men to each day. 

But underneath all this is that strong 
patriotic feeling— the seeds of national 
self-consciousness. 

Up to this time the Powers have 
kept a laissez faire policy. Foreign 
residents in China are trying to Induce 
the I'o Aoi - to change this policy. 

If sii !i a change occurs Great Brit- 
ain will take the 'first step. Her Inter- 
ests in China are mainly commercial 
and are of great importance to her. 
Therefore she will probably adopt a 
stroni: I y towanls China. At the 
present tini" .«he has made two points 
cli'ar She wiU ; r..te' t her nationals 
ar. 1 their iirojji rsy an ! she will act 
alone and not ask the I'owi rs for help 

Japan persists in her attitude of 
watchful waiting'. She has more at 
stake than any other l^ower. If she 
should lose her Chinese market it 
would si)( 11 national disaster. Conse 
qutntly. while we may exiH'ft Japan 
to [(roipfi the interest* of its nationals 
in China, she is hardly ready to co- 
operate in a strons; policy against that 
country. 

None of the Powers is more explicit 
in its attitude than the United Statea. 
The \\ ashington State Department has 
announced that it will not po beyond 
i's present polir^y of filins notes* Of 
;r('>st in case iif injuries inflicted 
upon its (iti/.en.s and their property. 
The American ciinboats have always 
been maintained for the protection of 
their nationals. 

No man can say wbat the <""n^tt» 
future will bring in China. Meanwhile 
patience is needed— patience and un- 
tiring effort to encourage those move- 
ments in China which are constructive, 
and to help direct tbe vigor of the 
new life Into useful channela.

A Message from the Fliifip- 

pines 

In these articles on Mexico. Nicara- 
gua and China, we have tried to put 
the plain tacts before you. In turn, we 
expect you to become interested in 
America's policy and to inform your- 
self of it. Responsibility follows on^ 
after education. 

Now, briefly, we are ready to con- 
sider our brothers, the Philippines. 

Why are our relations with the 
Philippines important? First the 
effects upon the Filipinos. Second, up- 
on the citizens of this country. TUrd, 
uix>n the general question of interna^ 
tional friendship and co-operation. 

Twenty-seven years ago the Philip- 
pine came to the United States; that 
is after the Spanish-American war. 
They were a trust to whom we were 
the "big brother." At once the United 
States began the work of development. 
The work was most efficient and satis- 
factory. A great part of the program 
of development was that of Fltlptniaa- 
Uon or self-government Prom the very 
beginning, the United States deciared 
Its intention of granting indepooidence 
at the propw time. Under President 
Wilson this promise was almost filled. 
\rter the war things changed. Because 
ill the international competition for 
rubber, agitation to retain the Islands 
began. The Filipinos saw in this a 
threat of permanent retention and so 
Lhey increased tfa^ cry for independ- 
ence. As a result of this a deadlock 
was reached between the Governor 
General and the Legislature in the 
Islands. President CkK»lidge sent Carmi 
ihompson on a special investigation. 
Liut SO far nothing has been done. 

But beside the Questions of immedi- 
ate material iirosperity and eflicieni 
aduiinistraiion of the Islands, there 
are even more significant aspects of 
the pi oulenis. That is the effects of our 
indefinite retention of the Philippines 
upon the inij.fTialism of other great 
powers ;ind U|/on the lulure relation 
ol the Orient and the Occident. 

Up to this time we have been drift- 
ing. But this policy is dangerous. Our 
government sh.uuld outline an intelli 
gent and definite policy with regard to 
the milippines. 

American history and tradition are 
at stake and the gratitude of the Fil- 
ipinos is on trial. 

After reading this article and the 
prece<ling ones we hope that your in- 
terest has been so arpused that you 
vkill want to inquire further into these 
problems. If this is so will you please 
come to Jennie Murphree. We 
can give you iuteresUng and valuable 
data on the subject. Are we, the stu- 
dents of the world and F. S. W. C, 
irom whom will como the leaders oi 
lomorrow, going to renuOn indiir«rent?

The regular monthly meetirig of the 
Tallahassee branch of the American 
Association of I'niver.=iity Women was 
held Friday evening, February 11, at 
the home of Mrs. Armes on W'est Jef- 
ferson Street. Doctor Randolph, chair- 
man of the cnmnnliee on i'oreicn rela- 
tions, tiraciously introduced Doctor' 
Whittaker. wlio gave a most enlighten- 1 
ing uiessa:;e. ! 

The interest of the people of the 
United States is being turned to our 
Latin-American neighbors. Doctor 
Whittaker sjioke generally of Ameri- 
can policy in Latin America, discuss- 
ing specifically our four chief prob- 
lems there: the Tacna-Arica contro- 
versy, the treaty with Panama, the 
Nicaragua affair, and Mexico. 

Beginning with the Monroe Doctrine, 
the most important document In the 
history of our policy with Latin 
America, he showed that our policy 
has been imperialistic. And this im- 
perialism Has been primarily economic. 
The result of this in Latin America 
is that our total investment there inj 
1925 was four billion two hundred and 
Qfty million dollars, ten per cent of 
all our foreign investments. • Other re- 1 
suits of this are the extension of the 
political influence of the United Stitts 
ijy our possessions in the ("ariii fan 
and the growth of fear in Lai i A: • l i- 
ca of "Yankee Imperialism, ' as tbey | 
speak of It i 

Latin America is a laboratory for! 
our State Department and oor finan- 
ciers. The United States is only in- 
directly concerned, in the Tacna-| 
Arica controversy. It is difficolt to say 
what the next development will be 
there because Peru cannot cgme to , 
any agreeable terms and Bolivia needs 
that outlet to the sea. There Is great 
opposition in Panama to the treaty 
that the United States offers. And • 
naturally so, for the treaty contains ; 
a clause providing that the Republic: 
of Panama consider itscdf in a state . 
of war in any war in which the United ' 
States is concerned. 

Mexico and the United SUtes are 
supporting with arms opposite factions 
in Nicaragua. There is a possibility 
of war with Mexico for more serious 
reasons. The breaking op of large 
estates and the new oil laws are affect- 
ing Americans there. All oil com-, 
p.mies In Mexico except those of tte 
United Steles have accepted their oil 
laws. These are all vital problems and 
Doctor Whittaker's discussion of them 
was most ably presented. 

At the close of the address, the 
hostesses.

The i 
idea of women in industry and the | 
professions is not a new one, however. | 
only the great numbers of women thus j 
engaged is new. Long ago Deborah! 
was a judge of the Hebrews, and Cal- ; 
pumia talked in the Senate at Rome. : 
It is only recently, though, that women , 
have progressed as attcnneys. Iowa; 
was the first state to admit a woman I 
to the bar. Even the idea of women in 
trades is not new. For three centuries 
they have been in the hotel business, 
and women shopkeepers have been in 
existence alnu>st as long. They seem 
to have been very carefully watched in 
those days. As early as 1618 adver- 
tisements of women in -business are 
found in the colonial newspapers. Jour- 
nalism for women also dates back to 
colonial days. During the Revolution- 
ary War a few of the different state 
jxipers were edited by women. These 
J a . ed the way for the immense army 
now Joilowinij in their footsteps. !n 
;:.e iii:.(vei>mh centur;,- thtie were 
i),T:jU women editors and reporters. In 
the seventeenth century women were 
employed in positions which are un- 
usual even in these days. Twenty-two 
women were rerorted as sawing lum- 
ber to earn money and there was one 
bell-ringer. A century ago the New 
York 'i imes advocated female clerks 
in siores. But the women in Salem 
refused to patronize a store because it 
e.n ployed women clerks. Now the 
census of lLi20 shows 170,000 women 
ihus employed. 

These examples of industrial women 
are only isolated instances. Until the 
Industrial Revolution each woman did 
her work in the home. Only when the 
work was taken from the home did 
Women begin lo work in .aroups. The 
first girls who worked in the -Massa- 
chusetts cotion mills had interesting 
lives. .Most of ihem were struggling 
for an education. So desirous of learu- 



The University of Texas reports 
for the first time in twenty years that 
a woman has been given permission 
to enroll in the civil engineering de- 
partment. The two reasons for this 
are the clothing worn by the women 
and the hashfulness of the instruc- 
tors. As an explanation of this the 
followincr story is told. In 190"i, two 
girls were enrolled in the department. 
While on a surveying trip it was ob- 
served that the instruments would 
not work correctly when the girls 
were near them. The professor said 
he had heard that girls had some 
magnetism about them, but surely not 
enough to effect the compass needle. 
Further investigation caused the in- 
strlictor blushingly to inform the 
girls that her corset stays wwe 
causing the trouble.

Antloeh College Makes Radical Innova- 
tion Toward Sensible TeacMng 

Antiodi C(rili«e pioneering i«aln. 
When plana now under way are com- 
pleted, she will be experimenting 
with methods of teaching and study 
long hoped for . by studoits but never 
dared by colleges. Classes (for all 
but freshmen) will almost completely 
give way to conferences, and mass 
lecturing to individual advice. The 
authentic details cannot yet be pub- 
lished because they are still being 
worked upon by facnlty committees, 
but. indications are that the changes 
will be the most revolutionary in 
American college practice since 
Antioch's original innovafion of com- 
bining education with direct experi- 
ence in industry. The following re- 
port is not ;;uarantee(l for accuracy, 
but will be followed by the exact fads 
when the development is completed. 

Under this system, according to 
President Arthur B. Morgan, the se- 
mester's work in each subject will 
be carefully outlined and the student 
allowed to master it in Ms own way. 
Oral and written examinatioas will 
be given regularly, and at the end of 
the five or six year course, candl- 



dates for degrees must pass a ccns- 
prehei|8iT« examinaticm. 

Class-Rooin.s Into Study-Rooms 

Lecture rooms will be turned into 
study rooms where instructors and 
Student assistants may work with 
students retiuiring help on some imr- 
tlcular problem. Xo student, how- 
ever, is to apply for aid until he has 
done all he can for himself. Lectures 
will scheduled occasionally in all 
courses, but att«idance at them will 
be optional. Conferences may be ar- 
ranged with instructors at any time 
and infonqoa' group diaoussioritS wiU 
be held as occasion demanda. 
lifiarning by Veachteg 

Associated with the autonomooa 
plan of study L. an arrangement 
whereby each student will devote 
Ave hours a week to educational 
work in his field of special Interest. 
This experience as student assistant, 
lidtonrtory assistant, tutor, or paper- 
grader Is expected to give him the 
benefits of learning through actual 
teaching or quasi-teaching activities. 

In the freshman and sophomore 
years individual instructors will l)« 
at liberty to introduce the autono- 
mous plan as far as they see fit. In 
laboratory courses a definite schedule 
will be kept, but students will be able 
to spend more than the usual amount 
of time in this pan of their work. 
Time for Study, at Last! 

The two principal points in'favor 
of the autonomous plan of study are, 
first, that it develops the student's 
power to think things through for 
himself, and, se<ond. that it is more 
adapted to the needs of the individual 
student than is the present plan. Con- 
cerning the first point. President Mor- 
gan says "... the typical student 
does his daily task for his professor 
and gets most of his information 
from lectures or from standard text- 
books. He seldom is required to 
think for himself. At Antioch it will 
be necessary for him to think hia 
way through, with help in emergen- 
cies, or to leave college. 

Concerning the second point, Mr. 
Morgan felt that the abler students 
can cut a year or more from the 
time regularly required to complete 
the course and that the slower stu- 
dents will have the opportunity to 
master their subjects more thorough- 
ly as they- go. Similarly, subjects 
that are more difficult than others 
for a student may be given whatever 
time is saved in studying the easiv 
ones. 

There will also be a certain effi- 
ciency in the organization of a stu-

able success. An especially competent 
faculty bas contributed largely to the 
success of tbe plan and it is with this 
8acce8(i> in ndnd tbat tbe new tflep Is 
being taken. 

The student iKxly has heard the out- 
line of the plan explained, but few of 
tbe actual details of operation bave 
been worked O0t by faculty cwn- 
mittees. Student comment, therefore, 
is confined for the most part to the 
idea as it^bas been present wi in brief. 

Tbe Antiocbian. campus weekly, says 
editorially : "Tbe plan, as outlined by 
President Morgan, cannot be too highly 
Cv>mmpuded." It adds that its chances 
for 'Success lie in the attitude with 
which tlie student body undertakes it 
and then says: "Cwtainly, tbe student 
wil! ! o. more than ever befOTe, on trial 
at " Antioth.''

The 
school is the nursery for the home 
It supplements the home by guarding 
and guiding the child when he is 
separated from hia motlMn It Is good 
for both mother and ^lld to be separ- 
ated for a few hour* every day. The 
separation occurred in the old days. 
It occurs now. 

The Old Way 

The hours of the day ^shen the 
child was separated from his mother 
be was under the care of an untrained 
nursery maid; or older brothers and 
slaters, who did not alwmya relish the 
responsibility and who said he 
tiicced '; by himself in his nursery 
or H Rafe outdoors.

SPEAKS AT 
SCIENTMC MEETING 



Scientific Methods in Economics was 
the subject of the interesting talk 
given by Dr. Florence Arnisfons, Pro- 
fessor of Economics, at the regular 
meeting of tbe Scientific Society meet- 
ing on Saturday night, March 19. in 
the Science bnlMtng. The 8ci«itlfic 
method must have intensive, systanatic 
and persistent brain activity tmder 
control against misnnderstandings. 
superficiality and bias, and complete 
loyalty to reality and the truth. "None 
but those havinq; aptitude, instruction 
and training <;in be successful in the 
use of the scientific method of think- 
ing.'' said Dr, Armstrong. A number 
of graphs were drawn and statistics 
given to indicate the progress of 
scientific methods, A printed sheet 
giving the "Intellectual Immoralities" 
was given to each person present. 
Some 111' these intellectual immoralities 
that would prove a warning to every- 
one in general are :

Miss Emma HIrth. director of the 
Bureau of Vocational Information of 
New York City, has been the gneat 
of the college for past few days to 
comple'e the series of vocational leo 
tures that have been given on tbe 
campns for the last two months. Be- 
sides the Ulbs given In cliapel. Hiss 
Hirtb haa conducted round-table die- 
cussions, and had conferences with 
tbe students. 

Miss HIrth has held many diiferent 
positions in vocational work. After 
graduating from Smith, she was the 
secretary on tbe Recommendation 
Committee there, which was one of 
the first in the country to be estab- 
lished for the purpose of recommend- 
ing Seniors for positions. After this. 
Miss Hirih went to Boston, where 
she was the assistant director of the 
Application Bureau of the Women's 
Educational Industrial Union. From 
here Miss Hirth went to New York 
City and served in various capacities 
on a Bureau of Occupations for six 
years. It Is composed of graduates 
from nine colleges for the purpose of 
helping their alumnae find jobs. From 
thla was organized the first resein h 
bureau in the country on occupation 
for trained women — the Bureau of 
Vocational Information— in 1919. This 
bureau does not only do research 
in the field of work for women, but 
it also has a service department for 
daily work in helping women along 
vocational lines. 

"Work becomes Increasingly an Im- 
portant part of our lives," Miss Emma 
Hirth, director of Bureau of Vocation^ 
al Information of New York City, told 
college students in a talk yesterday 
at the F. S. W. JD. 

tor this reastm. Miss HIrth stated, 
it is extremely necessary to study 
desires, potentialities and abilities, to 
use college training to assist in dis- 
covering f eeUngs of Intellectual inter- 
est, and to leave the campus. If not 
fully prepared for life work, at least 
knowing definitely the vocation to be 
followed.

of Columbia University, protest 
against this infringement of the sov- 
ereign rights and liberties of Nicar- 
agua by the United States. We urge 
the withdrawal of American marines 
from Nicaraguan territory and the 
fair and amicable settlement of all 
differences existing between the two 
coantries.

Miami Stadium to Seat 

MIAMI. Fla.— Florida will take its 
place among the other states of the 
Union in the matter of college stadia 
when the proposed University of Mi- 
ami stadium, announced here as a 
bowl to accommodate for the fall 
football season 50,000 spectators, is 
completed, comparative figures indi- 
cate. 

The construction and use ot the 
•bowl, it is expected here, will also 
prove a boon to Florida's annual bus- 
iness of amusing thousands of tour- 
i.sts and winter vacationists. It will 
mark a distinct forward step in Flor- 
ida college athletics, according to 
members of the University of Miami 
Fund board, the organization which is 
sponsoring thie project, and in the fu- 
ture, it is expected, will turn the at- 
tention of the nation here for athletic 
events ot state-wide and national im- 
portance. 

One of the plans in connection with 
the construction is to found an annual 
traditional athletic festival in the 
holiday sea.son. For years, Califor- 
nia's annual Toiirnament of Roses, 
endinj; with a football game of na- 
tional note, has attracted sportively 
inclined tourists from all parts of the 
t'nited States and many of the resi- 
dents of the Pacific Coast have trav- 
eled tiiany miles to attend. The 
Tournament of Roses has offered the 
very iiest in college athletics to Cal- 
ifornia. The hope is to give to Flor- 
ida an annual festival of equal na- 
tional importance. To be.st serve the 
residents of South Florida in the mat- 
ter of attendance at these games, ar- 
rangements are already under way to 
have the railroads of the district op- 
erate si)ecial football trains from sur- 
rounding communities, as far north 
as Palm Beach, to Coral GaUes and 
to thb stadium grounds. 

Comparatively, some ot the largest 
stadia in tiie country have Iteen con- 
sidered from the point ot capacity. 
Miami's bowl, according to estimates 
by Phlneas E. Paist, designing archi- 
tect, will seat 50.000 and may later 
tte Increased as is necessary to an ul- 
timate bowl ot 100,000 seats, with 
relatively moderate expense. There 
are, of course, a great number of sta- 
dia in the country, but the seating 
capacities of a selected few op which 
estimates are available are: '

When Dr. Kurz took three of his 
pupils on an automobile trip to the 
Apalachicola Bluff on Sunday, he 
managed to transport them bodily 
into Fairyland. On the way a stop 
was made at Flat Creek which is one 
of the two places in the world where 
the Florida yew grows. "Stinking 
cedar" is found there as well. Tra- 
dition has it that the ark was built of 
the cedar, also called gopher wood. 
It is found only in the Ajpalachicola 
Bluff region. 

The next stop was made at the 
beautiful ravine just west of Chatta- 
hoochee where Dr. Kurz took pictures 
ot the cedar. The pictures are to be 
used by a botanist in his book soon 
to be published. A third halt came 
at the banks of the Chipola where 
the rocks were scanned for liverworts. 

Fairyland itself was reached at a 
point farther up the Chipola, where 
taere are great rock cliffs such as 
one never suspected were in Florida. 
It seemed as if one were in story- 
book-Iaad. for many of the flowers a 
Floridian hears of only in books, 
reach their southernmost limits in the 
Bluff regi<». There one finds the 
dainty bluebell known as (dematis. 
The wild aaalea grows not only pink, 
and white, but also a most beautiful 
shade ot oraage-y^ow. Columbines, 
with their bells so like a miniature 
jester's cap, arior the cllMs with 
patches of red and ydilow. The 
buttercup — smaller, to be sure, than 
the northern ones, but still a butter- 
cup — perkily raises its yellow head 
among the tanj^ed weeds. The ehy 
little anemone, so rare that not ev^ 
one can be taken, peers from the 
crannies in the rocks. Last there is 
wiU Sweet Williams known , to us as 
phlox. But such a color! It is the 
most heavenly, smoky blue inugia- 
able. The markings are lightly traced 
in lavoider.

Seven members of the college fac- 
ulty, the majority- of them being 
highly cultured women, might have 
been seen early Saturday morning, 
daintily garbed in corduroy or khaki, 
carrying dainty blanket rolls, as they 
set out for the house party at St.

Foundation of Old Southern 
Methodist Institution 



Atlanta. Ga., March 22. — "Any girl 
who says she has never been kissed 
Is flirting with the truth."' This com- 
ment by a co-ed at Emory University 
is one of more than 400 answers 
given by stademta at Uie Meduidlst 
institution. 

Petting? Smoking by girls? The 
desirability of blondes as compared 
with brunettes? Do college girls make 
the best wives? Who is your favorite 
author? These are mmm at the qnee- 
tlons answered. 

The majority of the students reply- 
ing to the questionnaire believe 50 
per cent of the modern girls pet, and 
some place their estimate at 90 per 
cent. Two members of the minority, 
however, disagree entirely with these 
rakish views. One of these old-fash- 
ioned students says he doesn't believe 
more than l per cent of the girls pet 
and the other imts the petting sister- 
hood at no more than S per cent.

At the resiiilar meeting of the Tal- 
lahassee branch of the American As- 
sociation of University Women, the 
following officers were elected for the 
coming year: President, Doctor Inga 
Helseth (re-elected); vice president, 
Mrs. Richards; secretary. Miss Mac- 
Millan; treasurer. Miss Bradley; 
Board, Doctor Randolph and Mn. 
Smith. 

The subject for the evening was 
"The Education Needs of Florida." 
Doctor Crouch, of the School of Ed- 
ucation of the Florida State College, 
who has made quite an extensive sur- 
vey of the schools of Florida, reported 
some striking needs. There is a 
startling difference in the educational 
opportunities of dty children and of 
children of remote or rural districts. 
In some of the rural districts the 
school year is very short, the teach- 
ers are not high school graduates, the 
salaries average $60, the classes han- 
dled by one teacher range from the 
first to the eighth. Another need is 
for consolidation. Several counties 
are found having a large number of 
senior and junior high schools with 
very few pupils in each, so that there 
are many classes of two or three 
pupils. Unless teachers carry a. ca- 
pacity load of from fifteen to twenty, 
c large sum of money Is being wasted. 
This is in contrast to some larger 
schools where more pupils are admit- 
ted to a class than there are seats 
for. These small schools should con- 
solidate and provide transportation of 
all these pupils to oite large sehooL 
Still another need is for superrisl<m. 
Many supervising principals have had 
no training in edncational methods; 
they do not know good or bad tmt^ 
ing when they see it. 

People of Florida have often been 
struck by the beauty of many Florida 
schools of the Spanish type of archi- 
tecture, but their beauty is on the 
outside and they are not at all adapt- 
ed to school needs. There is waste 
space; there is less than half the 
amount of light needed; and insaf- 
ficient septic outlets. A state school 
architect is greatly needed to whom 
should be submitted all plans for 
schools before they are built. Doctor 
Crouch also recommended more rigid 
requirements for certification in 
Florida.

STIEGEL GLASS 
BEAKER VASE 
GIFTTO COLLEGE 

A friend of the College, who Is a 
member of the Brooksville organiza- 
Mona, hn recently presented'fhe Col- 
I^ with a green beaker vase, which 
is used for social occasions. It is a 
piece of Baron SticRpl fjlass. 

In tho southeastern part of Pennsyl- 
vania, In Lancaster County, is the little 
town of Manheim. It dates back to 
the y«ir UfS. Then it was laid out 
by Henry William Stiegel. whose name 
will ever live in the beautiful glass- 
ware he created, so rare in its quality 
that pieces of it are treasured by col- 
lectors and museums tJoooc^nt the 
country. 

Manheim was the town oi his 
dreams, for in It he wished to ekprea 
an ideal village on his recollecthms of 
other well-repilated German hamlets 
near Cologne, his blrtlqdace. Always 
much interested in religion, Stiegel. in 
laying out the town of Manheim, set 
aside a lot and built on it the Zion 
Lutheran Caiureh; this he tunn tl over 
to the trustees in 1770. charging them 
with one-half its cost. Two years later 
as thev found the burden of debt too 
heavy." Stiegel sold them the remain- 
inc half of the property for the nem- 
Inal price of five shillings, with the 
proviso that a rental should be paid 
each year to him or his lieirs or 
descendants. The rental, he stipulated, 
should consist of one red rose, which 
should be delivered on the second 
Sunday of every June if requested.

Mauliei'-ii. The product was oS remark- 
able beauty and variety and was sold 
far and vrtde throughout the colonies.

The New-YwA. Evening Post recently awarded a prize of $100.00 
to a Columbia student of the Class of 1930, for the best answer to the 
question: "Etas the American Undergraduate a Post-War Neurosis T" 
In the winning essay, the student brought out the fact that the war 
which ended eight years ago could have had little effect on the college 
undergraduate of today. According to this undergraduate the picture 
of "disillusioned youth seeking suicide as its ultimate recourse is fanci- 
ful to the last degree." Nevertheless, trtum far eomers of our country 
come reporte of student suicides. A very optimistic and essentiallv 
sane viewpoint of the youth of today is reflected in tiiis essay. "It is 
primarily the theme-seeking movie director and best-sellers' like the 
'Plastic Age' which have built up the popular notion of coll^ life." 
Perhaps, but to some of ns the "popular notion of college life "ap- 
pears to be very near ihe truth. One of the essays submitted in the 
contest seemed to treat the subject with frankness: "We know that 
death is a gigaiuie mystery and that every religion known to man 
promises a different state of existence after death (or of non-exist- 
emee). I can coneeiTe of the type of mind wfaieh could not resist the 
temptation to explore that unknown state. But I would maintain 
that he has somewhere missed that value in itself called 'the pure joy 
of living.' ... We have studied history, ethics, and Christianity, and 
frWtt •!! that mass of information we are asked to accept Christianity 
first. We think of Christ as a great teacher of ethical principles. But 
there are other ethical sy.«tems, and we are certainly from Missouri 
when it comes to the miracles. ' ' Another young man says that history 
has shown that great conflicts have been folkmid by poiods ki which 
the value of human life was highly esteemed. The causes which prompt 
the undergraduate to take his life are various, sometimes the urge to 
satisfy an insatiable spiritual curiosity, or despair, or an impulse to 
a new mad adventure. With ttie first few deaths, the problem was 
here, crying for a solution, for the number increases with frightening 
rapidity. There are always those who follow, after the few have gone 
ahead. The problem may seem to you to be unimportant — it Jias not 
yet come to oar campus, but in our relationship with the rollfiiMa and 
universities of America their problems are onra.

get the best supervised physical activity which should hold an im- 
portant i^ace in the CoU^ life.

Tuesday nuMniiBg by Mra. Tibbet, 
President of the Florida Federation 
of Women's Clubs, is grently in- 
terested in the conservatkm of the 
wild flowov and the preservation of 
the birds In Florida. 

She came to Tallahassee for the 
purpose of presenting the bill desig- 
ing the mocklBff bird as the Florida 
SUte bird. The bill was presented to 
the Legtslsture snd passed success- 
fully. Gtovemor Martin said be took 
more pleasure in signing this bill than 
any other bill that has been passed. 

Mrs. Tibbet told as bow she hegan 
learning the names of wild flowers 
when a T«ry yonng child, and how 
these names remained in her memory. 
She believes that all children should 
be taken oat into Uie fields to study 
nature wlille yonng. 

When she b^(ui her work with 
birds, only one State claimed a spe- 
cific bird as theirs; now nine states 
have made some bird theirs by law. 
She also exidained why certain birds 
were chosen by Tsrlons irtnts* as tneir 
sUte birds.

INFORMATION AS TO STATE 
SCHOLARSHIPS 



SeMte BiU No. 284 

AN ACT Amending Chapter 9134 of the 
Acts of 1923, Relating to Scholarships 
in the Two State Institutions of 
Higher Learning. 

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Florida: 

That Section 1 of Chapter 9134 of the 
Acts of the Legislature of 1923, being 
an Act providing for Scholarships at 
each of the Two State Institutions of 
Higher Learning from the various coun- 
ties of the State be amended so as to 
read as follows : 

Section 1. (Chapter 9134) : That an- 
nually every Senatorial District of this 
State be allowed one scholarship for 
men at the University of Florida and 

OIK- s( hwlarshi|) for women at the Flor- 
ida State College for Women, and that 
annually every county of this State be 
ateo allowed the same number of scholar- 
ships for men in the University of Flor- 
ida as the county has Representatives in 
the House of Representatives, and that 
annually each county of this State shall 
also be allowed as many scholarships in 
the Florida State College for Women 
as the county has Representatives in the 
House of Representatives of the State 
of Florida. These scholarships shall be 
awarded only to such residents of the 
several counties and Senatorial Districts 
as intend to make teaching in this State 
their occupation, upon a competitive ex- 
amination taken pursuant to the provi- 
sions of this Act and to appropriate 
rules and regulations prescribed by the 
State Board of Education. The essen- 
tial requisites for holdinir such scholar- 
ships shall be citizenship and residence 
in the county or Senatorial Di-strict from 
which they are accredited; approved 
moral character and habits; graduation 
from Senior High Schools accredited by 
the State Board of Education; age over 
sixteen years; sound health; capacity 
and willingness to make a success of 
school privileges and of teaching in this 
State as an occupation ; and at the Uni- 
versity of Florida registration in the 
Teachers College and at the Florida 
State College for Women registration 
in its School of Education. And when 
a vacancy occurs these scholarships shall 
be renewable or subject to the vacancy 
being filled on request of any applicant 
complying with the requisites for hold- 
ing such scholarshiits in pursuance to

the rules and regulations prescribed by 
the State Board of Education. 

Section 2-A. Scholarships from Sen- 
atorial Districts shall be designated as 
Senatorial State Scholarships and these 
may be held in any vocational school or 
coll^ of the Univeraity of Florida or 
the Florida State College for Women 
without the requirement as to teaching 
two years after graduation. 

Section 2-B. This Act shall become 
effective on July 1, 1927, on its approval 
by the Governor or its becoming a law 
without his approval. 

Apiffoved by the Governor, Jane 6, 
1927. 

The purpose of the above bill is to 
encourage men and women of talent to 
become permanent members of the pro- 
fession of teaching or any other good 
pr(>fcssion. such as housekeeping, busi- 
ness, painting, music, architecture, or 
joamalism. 

Any student who is a graduate of a 
Senior high school accredited by the 
State Board of Education — even if he 
or she is a teacher in service or a stu- 
dent in college or is following any other 
remunerative occupation, -^'u h as farm- 
ing or housekeeping — n!ay try for these 
scholarships at the time appointed by 
the State Board of Education. Verbum 
sapienti. (This last phrase may mean — 
Don't you know your verbs, you sap- 
head?) 

Age or employment is no bar. 

The scholarships from your county 
will be increased by as many as your 
representatives in the State Legislature 
exceed one. Some counties have two or 
more representatives. 

There will also be one scholarship for 
each senatorial district. The Senatorial 
State scholarships may be held in any 
division of the Florida State College for 
Women if the student is preparing for 
a definite vocation.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
RELATIONS BETWEEN HIGH 
SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES TO 
THE STATE CONFERENCE OF 
HIGH SCHOm. PRINCIPALS

The Committee on Relations Between 
High Schools and Colleges, appointed 
some months ago, has been very much 
perplexed as to how to approach this 
subject. In fact, the committee has 
scarcely grazed the surface of the prob- 
lems involved. This paper is offered, 
not as a final report, but a> a tentative 
study in order that we may indicate to 
you along what lines we are thinking 
and that we may get your reactions. 

We have thought that in its (ins! 
form, our report might be arranged un- 
der three heads; (1) Curriculum and 
Teaching Relations, (2) .Social Rela- 
tions. (.!) Athletic Relations. Most of 
what we have to offer you for discus- 
sion today comes under the first head — 
Curriculum and Teaching Relation.s. 
Since both high schools and r..I|(^.',s arc 
represented on this committ). a:.'! ; 
this audience, we hope there may be 
stimulated some diaeuasion from repre- 
sentatives of both sides of this question. 
We have considered the questionnaire 
method of research but hesitate in view 
of the bombardment of such missiles 
hurled at school people in general, high 
school principals, in particular S.i. (.n 
penalty of being questionnaired, you are 
urged to enter into the discussion fol- 
lowing this paper. 

What '\s — and what ought to be, the 
relation of high schools and colleges on 
the question of curriculum? 

There seems to be a wide-spread con- 
viction on the part of secondary school 
principals that their freedom in the mat- 
ter of curriculum revision is distinctly 
limited by the necessity of meeting col- 
lege admission requirements. The truth 
of this impression could V>e asocrtained 
only through a study of actual condi- 
tions existing — in the colleges, to learn 
the methods of ailniission, the tenden- 
cies toward liberalization of require- 
ments, their attitude toward vocational 
and other special subjects — and in the 
high schools, to learn what efforts are 
being made to reorganize pruirrams of 
study, and what obstacles stand in the 
way. With no more than a limited 

observation, it is our opinion that such 
an investigation would reveal the fart 
that, although the colleges are conserva- 
tive and less susceptible to ideas that in- 
volve change, the high schools are not 
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taking advantage of all the opportuni- 
ties iriven them along this line. 

jhc requirements for admission to 
Kiorida State College for Women are 16 
units of hijrh school work, 9 of which 
arc prescribed as follows: 3 units of 
Knfflish. 2 Mathematics, 1 History, 1

: r ailmission. Only in the matter of 
n;a!ht niatics do we seem to have any 
point for discussion. The state institu- 
tions demand 2-2% units of mathe- 
matic.< fur admission to any of the col- 
lects except P^njrineerinK where the rc- 
.jiiirrments are hiiiher. The standani 
hiuh school of Florida may graduate a 
1 ipil with one unit only of mathematics. 

■ ;,;a State demands two units of a 
i,,r(iirn language while the high school 
may graduate a pupil without any. And 

I t what the attitude of these colleges 
:> toward music and other special sub- 
jects, has not been made plain to the 
high schools of the sUte. CerUin de- 
partmental prerequisites and special sub- 
. t prescriptions tend to nullify, the 
apfiarently liberal requirements. 

On the other hand, few hi^'h schools 
in the state offer anything beyond the 
traditional college preparatory course. 
We have not tried our wings t.. s( just 
how far we can go. Some of the larger 
hijrh schools have expanded their pro- 
.-rani of studies to include vocational 

urses. But, in most cases where vision 
■ present the po8si!'i;i!> ..f addilion.- 
aiui expansions in the program is denied 
liy lack of teaching force, room and gen- 
■ iiancial support. But whatever 
lie the conditions or rea.sons for 
them, many of us feel there is much that 
t an be done in the nuktter of devising a 
plan for collesre admission that will leave 
:h<' hijrh schools free to Iniild a curricu- 
lum to meet the individual needs of their 
pupils and the social and educational 
nu iis of the communities and that will 

till meet the needs of the colleges as 
" titers of research and learninjr. With 
the American youth life is never fixed 
or determined very far in advance of 
'h. i-rcM nt day. Hence, any curriculum 
tliat meets the needs of individuals must 
i t an elastic one — not one handed down 
for decades from some higher institution. 

Secondary school people generally are 
!!t: to a new understandinp of the 
iiiission of the high school. For years 
we considered our high school primarily 
preparatory s<'hools for cidlejre. We 
entered into keen rivalry in sending 
large percentages of our graduation 



classes to collepe, all of which was good. 
But we have been appalled by the num- 
ber of failures in college. Florida, as a 
whole has a right to be proud of the 
record made by her college freshmen 
during the past four years — & record 
that places her second among the South- 
em States — though her record last year 
was very poor. Some secondary school 
men see in records only a condition 
normal in every level of the educative 
process when some emerge who have 
reached the limit of their capacity for 
education. Others view these Deans' re- 
ports as no just index to the efficiency 
of the secondary school since marking 
is so unscientific and so lacking in uni- 
formity anionK the higher institutions, 
even amonn the several departments of 
the same institution. These men read 
in these Deans' reports a need for a 
general renovation of the collie's 
method of admission, courses of instruc- 
tion, manner of directing and handling 
the freshmen. But most of us common 
laymen among the high school folks are 
ready to admit that many of our high 
schoid graduates are not suitable mate- 
rial for college — the traditional type, at 
least — and never could be made so. 
Most of us will not airree, however, with 
the college men who say we should not 
permit to graduate from our high 
schools any but those whom we are will- 
ing to recommend for college entrance. 
We have had an opportunity to observe 
the hundreds of boys and girls whom 
we recognise as unfit for the traditional 
arts college whose usefulness in their 
communities and success and hai)piness 
in life are greatly enhanced by the fact 
that they have been encouraged to con- 
tinue through a full course of high 
school training. On the other hand, we 
observe, also, that when the weak mem- 
bers of a class are admitted to respect- 
able colleges along with the strong, well 
prepared members of the same class that 
stronjr stimulus for high grade work in 
the high school is removed. 

There must enter into this question, 
also, the definition of the real mission of 
the college. American institutions of 
higher learning have experienced such 
portentous increase in enrollment in the 
last few years that this must be a vital 
question for them. In the period be- 
tween I'.u:! and 1925 there was in the 
United States an increase of 212', in 
high school pupils and 305 Vi in college 
students. Some colleges are still point- 
ing with pride to these figures while 
they are secretly wondering, along with 
the tax-payers, where in the world the 
money is coming from to meet the de- 
mand. Others seem to have a doubt 
whether there may ii..t l.e in the situa- 
tion some touch of that strange ailment 
called giantism in which the body of the 
boy ou^rows his vital and virile powers. 



Is it not possible for the high schools 
and colleges to reach a better under- 
standing on this matter of selection of 
students? Methods that have prevailed 
in the past have been the entrance ex- 
amination and various accrediting and 
certification methods. The examination 
is the simplest, but it tends to turn the 
high school into a coaching school with 
special attention concentrated on the 
candidates for college. The various 
methods of certification have permitted 
in places of some liberalization of re- 
quirements for admission. But there 
seems to be no understanding even 
among the colleges as to the best 
method. Some American institutions — 
oven here in Florida — are brave enough 
to announce their intention of remain- 
ing small colleges. Others are devising 
ways of limiting the number of fresh- 
men accepted and manner of selection. 
Harvard will accept only the upper 
seventh on certificate; West Point in- 
quires very specifically which fourth of 
his class each applicant comes from; 
University of Pennsylvania will accept 
on certificate only pupils from the upper 
half of the high school classes; Univer- 
sity of niinois requires 10% above the 
passing grade of the secondary school 
in case of an applicant from outside the 
State of Illinois. The standard college 
admission blank of the Southern Asso- 
ciation clearly implies a difference be- 
tween the passing grade of the school 
and the college entrance grade by the 
question: What is your passing grade? 
Grade for recommendation to college? 
The blank also admits of character esti- 
mate from the high school principal. But 
it is a question as to how seriously either 
high schools or colleges have considered 
these items. At any rate, some of the 
leading colleges and universities claim 
the right to limit admission to those 
students superior in ability and char- 
acter on whom they can afford to spend 
their resources with some assurance thai 
there will issue therefrom that leader- 
ship that is so much needed today. 

Some of the secondary school men 
enter the ring to challenge the right of 
the colleges to such a policy. Dr. Frank 
D. Boynton, vice-president of the De- 
partment of Superintendents, in an ad- 
dress before that group at the Dallas 
meeting on The Open Door in Educa- 
tion said: "There is a doctrine that is 
fundamental in American education and 
that is that every child born in or 
adopted by this republic has a right to 
have developed through education what- 
ever talent he may possess without 
reference to quantity, quality or type of 
that talent and that he should have as- 
sured to him the opportunity to go as 
far as his ability and ambition will per- 
mit. Beginning as a private enterprise 
under private control education has 
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gradually passed into cmitrol of the 
people, and at every succeeding level the 
ideal has been to make it free and uni- 
versaL In the case of the elementary 
school the ideal has been attained; in 
the secondary school, nearly so. We are 
now facing the same problem at the col- 
lege level; and no solution of it will be 
adequate that does not assure to every 
worthy hiph school graduate his oppor- 
tunity lo jirove hy actual trial whether 
or not he can profit by higher training." 

Before we come to any definite recom- 
mendations from this committee we ask 
your patience while we tjuote apain from 
William Martin Proctor, Professor of 
Education at Stanford University, in an 
address before the National Association 
of Secondary School Principals: 

"The policy of Stanford University, 
since its foundation, has been to con- 
sider that 'whatever is properly a hi^h 
schonl subject is to that extent proper 
and elTectivf preparation for university 
study; that the high school curriculum 
is primarily a subject for determination 
by secondary school men: and. that, 
aside from insisting on high standards, 
the university should avoid all intent 
and appearance of dictation.' That 
statement may be called Dr. David .Starr 
Jordan's declaration of faith in the 
secondary school's ability to work out 
its own salvation, if given freedom to 
do so by the universities." 

Stanford has not only preached 
secondary school aatonony for over 
thirty years but has been practicing' the 
doctrine in the admission of students in 
the following ways: 

First: No set pattern of high school 
subjects is required for admission. The 
only definite requirement is two units of 
English. The other thirteen units to 
complete the total of fifteen, may be 
made up in any way that meets the re- 
quirements of the high school from 
which the applicant comes. Thus, stu- 
dents offering as many as seven units 
of the so-called practical or vocational 
subjects have been admitted to Stanford 
and have made good. 

Second: Selection among those seek- 
ing admission is made on a comjx-titive 
basis in which factors considered are: 

(a) Total scholarship rating, wherein 
high schonl tirades are weighed, giving 
three points for an A. two points for a 
B, one point for a C and zero points for 
lower marks. At least twelve of the 
units submitted should have been accom- 
!)li>hcii with a grade of B or better. 

(b> Score in the Thorndike Aptitude 
Test, wherein a rating of less than fifty 
rnay cause rejection of an applicant. 

(c) Judgment of five numbers of 
the committee on admission, based on 
reading all credentials, including char- 
aeter rating by principals and teachers 



and evidence of leadership while in high 

school. 

Third: Any candidate \\h-> is a grad- 
uate of a senior high school, grades ten, 
eleven, twelve, may be admitted to a 
i-ompi'tition on twelve units earned dur- 
ing the tiiree years. If such a student 
completed a three year junior high 
school course and carried full required 
program during ninth grade with the 
average grade of B, he is given three 
blanket units to make up the fifteen re- 
quired by the American Association of 
Universities. This is a further stc]) in 
emancipation of the secondary school 
since it releases the junior high school 
from doing prescribed types of college 
admission work. 

Statistical research, carried on by the 
Director of Personnel, shows that there 
has been a distinct gain in the quality 
of students. The first year the plan was 
put into operation the percentage of 
those placed on probation or disqnalilied 
because of poor scholarship dropped 
from 30^A to 21'';. Another indication 
of the superior <(uality was the decreased 
shrinkage in the sophomore class each 
year. It was also revealed that the as- 
sumed suix riority of the academic pat- 
tern of high school subjects over voca- 
tional subjects did not aiqaear. 

Of the three items in the Stanford 
scheme of a<lmission, the total high 
school rating, regardless of combination 
of subjects, has been found to he most 
reliable index of college succcs.s. The 
Thorndike CoIIcl'c .Aptitude Test ranks 
second and the judgment of the commit- 
tee third. When all three items are 
combined, however, the result is more 
reliable basis for selection than any the 
university has ever employed before." 

In order to get these thoughts in such 
form that they may be di.scu.ssed more 
definitely, we offer the followii - i^:- 
gestions in regard to this first phase of 
what we consider to be Relations be- 
tween High Schools and Colleges; 

We suggest that some agency be 
created to work out a plan for admission 
to colleges in this state — such plan to 
be approved both by the state depart- 
ment of education and the cfdleges con- 
cerned. We suggest that this plan 
should incorporate the following ideas: 

(a) That specific subject require- 
ments for college entrance be removed. 
If this proves impossible let require- 
ments be made in groups of subject - 
from which selection may be made. Or 
if there must be specific requirements, 
let these be met during the seven or 
eight year period of high school and col- 
lege combined. 

(b) That music and other special 
subjects be recognized and evaluated 
not only for graduati.m from high 
school but for college entrance. 



(c) That there be an agreement be- 
tween colleges and high schools on se- 
quence of subject matter. For example 
if a high school graduate enters colkco 
with two years of French, that student 
should he given some recognition of that 
work, not by college credit necessarily 
but by classtfieation in sophomore 
French. 

(d) That there be .some dctinite plan 
for giving and use of standard tests a.-: 
part of college admission plan— such 
tests to include intelligence tests, col- 
lege aptitude and Knglish tests. 

(e) That a very definite place be 
given to the statement from the high 
school principal as to the character and 
fitness of the candidate for college and 
that the principals be urged to use this 
instrument with due thought and dis- 
cretion. 

(f) That in the case of thf i',-,;. :. 
the 6-6 plan of high school organization, 
the colleges accept for complete en- 
trance twelve units o£ credit earned in 
the tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades. 

(g) That there he .i definite policy 
and method of grading throughout the 
high schools and colleges of Florida. 

(ht That pupils of superior intelli- 
gence rating' should not be compelled to 
i>. ncl four years in high school in order 
to meet college entrance requirement.<. 

(i) That an applicant for admission 
to high school or c(dlege who c umes with 
credit recognized by the SUte Univer- 
sity in the state from which he came, be 
given credit on that work regardless of 
whether it meets requirements in thus 
state or not.

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STATE SCHOLARSHIPS 



Number Is Based Upon Lecislative 
Roster 

Whin future scholarship awards are 
niaiU' l>y the State Boarii "f K<lucatiiin, 
pupils from each senatorial district, and 
,,nc for each member of the House of 
Kclircsfntativc's will he fliiriblc t<i rc- 
cuivf them, instead of the present sys- 
tem of one from each county, according 
• ,. W. S. Cawthon, Superintendent of 
i'ulilu- Instruction. 

A bill passed at th< r.'27 session of 
the Legislature, signed by the Governor, 
and made effective July 1, provides for 
the awarding of sc holarships <iti the com- 
petitive basis to as many pupils of the 
State's public schools as there are mem- 
bers (if the whole lawmaking' body. 

State Sdialarsliip* by Senatorial Dis- 
tricts 

Section 1 of Chapter 9134, Acts of 
VJZ'.i, was amended to provide that 
hereafter each senatorial district in the 
S;a'r shall he entitled to one scholarship 
aiiiiually in the University of Florida 
and one in the Florida State CoUegre for 
Women," Mr. Cawthon explained. 

"The State Senatorial Scholarships 
will be awarded without any restrictions 
as to the department of the university, 
or college, in which the student proposes 
To Work. Neither is there any rerjuire- 
nient to the effect that the student, after 
Uaving collegre, shall enter upon any 
luiific vocation. 

State Sclralarships by Counties 

"Every county in the State will be en- 
titled to as many scholarships in each of 
the two institutions as that county has 
representatives in the House of Repre- 
.«entatives. 

"An applicant for a county scholar- 
ship, as heretofore, must enter either 
the teachers' college of the university, 
or .school of education in the Florida 
."^tate Collcire for Women, and must 
airrec to teach two years after gradu- 
ation. 

Monetary Value 

"The monetary value of the scholar- 
ships is 1200 per year, and they will be 
awarded only on the basis of competitive 
txamlnation, every applicant to stand 
examination, whether he, or she, has a 
competitor. 

"The requirements as to eligibility, as 
~' t up in the statute cited, remain un- 
taiiK-ed. A competitive examination 
"ill t)c held in every county seat of the 
^late on A««mt S, 1927, wken appli-

ENGLISH GRAMMAR TEXT-BOCMC 

NEEDED

.Adoption of a "genuine textbook on 
English grammar" by the State Board 
of Education is urged in a memorial 
adopt..! hy the Anglo-Saxon club of 
Newberry College at its annual meeting. 
This club, comprising 75 members, has 
for its president. J. f. Bickley. and for 
its secretary, Mi.ss Pauline Boozer. Dr. 
E. B. Setzler, of the faculty, is trustee 
of the club. The memorial follows: 

Whereas, many of the excellent lan- 
Kuajre books offered by the publishers to 
the State Board of Education for adop- 
tion in the public schools contain prac- 
tically no formal Kn^'lish grammar — or 
at least what little they do contain is 
successfully concealed in a mass of other 
things; and 

Whereas, South Carolina has not yet 
become a victim of the rabid <lelusi..n 
so widely prevalent — that organized 
grammar has no legitimate place in our 
public school curriculum; and 

Whereas, the wisdom of her conserva- 
tism in this respect is already abundant- 
ly attested by the pernicious — but log- 
ical — ^results which have followed from 
the radicalism of other States in this 
particular; and 

Whereas, the tide of sentiment against 
the study of organized English grammar 



in our schools is already hcKinning tr. 
turn — a sentiment fostered by leaders 
as unwise in the policy they dictate as 
they are unpatriotic in the practice they 
commend — and it would be unfortunate 
to run the risk of having our State 
stranded on the ebb-tide of an aban- 
doned educational policy; 
Therefore, be it resolved: 

1. That we, the Anglo-Saxon Club of 
Newberry College, respectfully petition 
the Board of Education of South Caro- 
lina that, in case they adopt for use in 
the grammar grades a series of language 
books of the type mentioned above, they 
also adopt, for optional use in the latter 
grades of the grammar school and for 
the earlier years of the high school, a 
genuine textbook on English grammar. 

2. That we submit, as grounds for 
this petition, the following propositions, 
which we stand ready to defen.l 

( 1 ) English grammar is, in itself, an 
entirely worthy and profitable study; 

(2) .-\ fair kiiowledire of the stru.'ur. 
of our mother t.xijcue is not an unreas.m- 
able refiuirement to demand of those 
who take the English courses in our 
schools; and such a knowledge will n..i 
be obtaitied by the student thnmu'h th. 
use of the so-called "Language Books" 
merely; and 

(3) The student who has acfpiiri'd ti 
English grammar in the precedini: 
grades is not prepared to attack a for- 
eign language in the eighth; and he 
might well indict for inefficiency any 
power (whether it be teacher or lioar.ii 
whiih f .rces him into such a predica- 
m< ■ 

As pertinent to the statement con- 
tained in proposition we would call 
attention tf> the followHic fa.t,-: 

More than 37 per cent of all hiRh 
school studenta enrolled during the past 
session stuilied Latin. 

.More than G4 per cent of the total en- 
roUment stadied some foreign language.

Dr. P. Luttenger thinks children

Doctor Luttenger thinks babies sulfor- 
ing from diarrhoea due to sugar in the 
milk or milk mixture get aN nL' " i !' 
when honey .solution is substitute. i. li. 
reasoning is: Mo.st sugars must he 
slightly changed before they can be used 
by the tissues of the body. These 
changes have already taken place in

For this reason he thinks honey sugar 
-h"uld agree with babies, especially 
hiise with loose bowels, and also with

^ujrar. It is particularly better because 
h,.ney does not tend to produce acidosis. 
HialHtics must watch out for acidosis. 
Bahits with diarrhoea must also be 
watched to see that acidosis does not 
liivelop. 

He also suggests that honey is ab- 
..,,rbi(l St) rapidly that there is no time 
for the production of alcoholic fermen- 
tations in the intestinal trait. For the 
same reason using honey water tends to 
;ir"t('ct against flatulence. 

, are some additional arguments 
: hoiuy which apply to growing chil- 
dren of a little later period more espt- 
lially. As the bees pick up the sweets 
fn.m flowers, they also absorb some min- 
trals. some proteins, sonu- organic acids 
and some aromatics. The presence of 
proteins and mineral adds to the value of 
hoiuy as a food. Refined sugar is low 
m huth minerals and proteins. Honey 
•a-.ors the absorption of fats from foods. 
Honey is acid in reaction. This is due 
organic acids picked up along with 
■>:< :-\vi. t> from the fl<iwers. The argu- 
nitnts in favor of giving children orange 
juice along with milk apply also to the 
use of honey. The aromatics are sooth- 
ing without having the drawbacks of the 
l ari^'oric bottle. 

Doctor Luttenger says honey should 
not be kept in the icebox. It is not 
I i ssary, as the honey picks up water, 
idors, and tastes. 

The objections to honey are these: 
The bees pick up sweets as they find 
thim. In consequence, honey varies 
greatly in composition. For instance, if 
a farmer feeds his bees on molasses 
waste. Doctor Luttenger objects to the 
honey. When the bees pick up the pro- 
teins in plant juices they may pick up 
some- harm ful substances. Some people 
irct hives from eating honey conUining 
plant proteins.

(Notes from One <.f Dr. Caldwell's 

Lectures) 

I. Tliree Coatwdiag Conceptiona of the 
Carricnlam Am Recognized. 

1. "The school is disciplined in order 
that it may be instructed," ha.~ >riven 
place to: the school is instructed in 
order that it may be disciplined. 

2. A body of subjects should be or- 
ganized in teachable order and graded 
according to the year> in .-chool so that 
pupils may reasonably be expected to 
master the materials studied. Such 
studies are supposed to represent the 
fields of man's scholarship in elemen- 
tary or semi-advanced form as is appro- 
priate to the pupil's age. This interpre- 
tation of the curriculum implies that the 
teacher and pupil will consider in order 
the sections of the subjects as they are 
presented, and will carefully develop on 
the pupil's part an understanding of the 
fundamental i)rinciples underlying the 
facts or knowledge represented in the 
subjects studied. Such an interpreta- 
tion of the curriculum is often spoken 
of as scholarly and academic, and its 
method is that of development of ideas 
and principles by rigid class room 
quizzes and drills. 

3. The other outstanding conception 
of the curriculum is that it presents 
activities, things to do, life problems, 
specific needs, common daily experi- 
ences. This conception of the school's 
working materials would make much less 
of respect for subjec's, for order in pro- 
cedure within a subject, for exacting 
drill, as for statement of principles un- 



derlying knowledge. But it would make 
much of experience, of readiness to act, 
of alertness in unexpected circum- 
stances, of resourcefulness even though 
less of scholarship or erudition is ex- 
pected. Thus we frequently repeat from 
the master such sentences as: 'A man is 
not educated unless he is conversant 
with the world's best literature, and the 
outstanding phases of man's history," or 
"The speech of an educated man carries 
frequent quotations from the classic 
authors." 

On the other hand others say: Study 
nature, not books; or, education is 
proper practical living. 

II. In recent years attention has been 
drawn very commonly to the problems 
of adjastiag tlie cnrricnlam to modern 
edncattoaai n««d«, and both the extreme 
views outlined above, together with al- 
most all the possible intermediate vari- 
ations have been urged as objectives for 
curricular construction. One says, "Save 
the scholarship and severe discipline of 
the older education"; the other sajm: 
"Build upon pupil activities and experi- 
ences, and make school life replete with 
service to society" 

Curricular reorganization is now the 
dominant characteristic of educational 
endeavor. The leading educational or- 
ganizations, and almost all the larger 
school systems, have set out upon 
schemes for curricular ;idiu«tment. 



Have they clearly defined foundation, 
for their proposed changes, aid have 
they clearly defined objectives u,v.-aTr 
which they are trying to direct their 
education? Have they a defined phi|. 
osophy of education which guides their 
efforts toward change in school subjecti 
and school procedure?

WHAT AMOUNT AND KIND OF 
EDUCATION SHOULD EACH 
PERSON HAVE? 



By Otis W. Caldwell 



1. — Introductory 

We must learn to discriminate between 

the activities of proper and useful work 
in the world, and the disturbances made 
by useless or destructive activities in 
the callings in which we live and work. 
Two IllastratioBs: 

1. A ten-acre floor-space school fur- 
niture plant, with dozens or even hun- 
dreds of machines in full operation, does 
not deafen the wi-rknicii or shop man- 
ager. The occasional visitor can scarce- 
ly hear conversation in the shop. The 
manager not only converses easily, but 
hears the wall telephone call him, and 
conducts his teleph'^ne conversation 
without ditficulty. He is accustomed to 
the usual and proper noises, and notes 

the new ones readily. 

2. One's automobile has many pmper 
noises to which he becomes accustomed. 
He notes not their continuance, but 
their stopping. Also he notes any new 
or unusual noise and (|uickly seeks its 
cause. If caused by a proper new func- 
tion, he gets accustomed to it and uses 
it. If a fault, he tries to cnrrect it. 

Occasional passengers are all the 
time hearing "new noises" in any land 
of automobile. 

So with education. New noises and 
old are constantly about us. We some- 
times incline to hear the new ones, ig- 
noring the old and accustomed useful 
ones. If a new educational sloiran is 
sounded, too many acclaim it as the new 
">ruiding sUr," the "new light," the 
answer to our questions. We need to 
investigate. Often we find the slogan 
a new name for ideas and ideals which 
are not at all new. "Apperceptive mass," 
"motivation," "study nature, not books," 
"project method," "creative education," 
all new in turn, each carrying new em- 
phasis, but each built upon good old 
practices and ideals. 

II. Now Have Practically Niae Years 

ProgTmrn of Universal Education. 

As American education now organ- 
ized and under the existing compulsory 
education laws, children usually must 
remain in school almost or quite nine 
years. What do we <'.\pect from these 
years? Does it matter what schools try 
to accomplish in these years? 

1. TT»e Primary Group.- This i'^ a 
period of keen inquiry, a time .if ke» p- 
inir the tentacles of inquiry alive. ,,{ 
developing them and directing them into 
definite sense-training, into performance 
of meaningful centralized units of work. 
This is not a period of intensive train- 
ing in arithmetic and spelling, but in 
reading and oral composition as these 



relate to the activities in which the pu 
pil groups are engaged. Nunfber work 
and spelling are not to be ii;nored, but 
are not intensively drilled in primary 
grades. Such a method produces a need 
for arithmetic and spelling. This need 
is the basis of intensive drill in the 
upper grades. 

The education of the primary grade 
is for everybody — no future citizen car 
be excused from any part nf u. At tin 
close of the primary grades each pupi: 
should be keenly awake to his environ- 
mental needs, should have his senses 
alert to new things about him. should 
read simple stories readily and should be 
ready for intensive drill in arithmetic, 
sjielling and writing. 

2. Grades 4, 5 and 6 represent a pe- 
riod of continuation of the achievemen. 
of the primary grades, but more import- 
antly they cover a peri.)d ..f intttisiv. 
study of tool subjects of deeper ana 
more rratrieted interests. This is the 
age when psychological interests ar. i: 
■i.'ing things of more coherent nature, 
.it mastery of computational procesiie«-. 
of making of reading and speNing suh- 
jects quite under one's control. At ih. 
end of this period pupils sh..ul.l ha., 
accomplished most of the work which 
the eight-year elementary school for- 
merly expected. 

Thi.« period also is necessary for a 
future l itizens 

3. Grade* 7. S and 9, the Junior Hi|b 
School period, is characterized by differ- 
ent psychological attitud.v- ai d .iitr.n 
subject matter organization. Intertsu- 
now develop in the great divisions of 
world knowledge-history, science, mathe- 
matics, language, fine and industrial 
arts. Formerly the subjects were t."' 
highly refined for this period. Now they 
are organized as general topical courw? 
full i.f topics .if common life. It; r. . . : ' 
years new types of junior high sch.jui 
courses have been developed in history, 
mathematics, language, science and in- 
dustrial art.s. These arc organized so a.- 
to be good for all adolescents, course! 
designed as scholarly, but genera! 
courses for all citizens. This period of 
<(lu.ati.in is also thought essential for 
all citizens. 

4. SMimr High ScImoI aad Jesior 
Collece. — At the close of the Junior 
High School it seems that formal schn. i 
education may close for all except those 
who have discovered a distinct scholarly, 
vocational or professional interest. For 
th.'si- wh.i [iiis>ess such an interest. <•]- 
ti..nal and elective and intensive coursi- 
sh..uld be provided in senior high sch... ! 
and junior college. Too many people 
go to college just because it is the rc- 
spectable thing to do, not because ' 
possess scholarly or vocational inten-; 
and desire college education as a foun- 
dation for future professional careers. 
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yhi cdlktres may well restrict their 
numbers to those who possess, or think 
thcv possess, needs for scholarship. As 
, matrimonial agency the college is a 
luaess, but such is not supposed to be 
it* chief function. This period of edu- 
i iori is for those only who have proved 
,,r special right to its privileges. It 
cannot be expected to constitute a part 

a universal educational program. 

. Senior Coilefe, Graduate and Pro- 
fettional School* seem destined to care 
f r the vocational and professional spe- 
>tiiilies nf those whose preceding 

olarly studies have prepared them for 

, h specialixation. Reduction of num- 
bers and increase of exactions seem es- 
M filial in these institutions. This means 
a hijrher special training for fewer per- 
„,ii>, but resulting in providing the pub- 
!i, generally with higher and more de- 
; , miahle service.

Grow in sensitiveness to the voice of 
conscience, in purity of heart, in right- 
ness of conduct, in rigidity of self-con- 
trol. Grow like a forest tree, outward 
in breadth of knovrtedge and interest 
and sympathy, downward in strength 
and will-power and deeprootedness of 
principle, and ever upward in love and 
faith and hope and spiritual aspiration. 

These then are the four great lesrons 
of youthful manhood facing the new 
era: To Work, to Fight, to Love, to 
Grow. Learn them as the best part of 
your college preparation and of your 
college training.

HERE'S YOUR CHANCE 



Would it iTot be progressive and dis- 
tinctive for the llt27 Summer School of 
Florida State College for Women to 
send a representative from the student 
body to attend the World Federation of 
Education Associations Conferencf at 
Toronto, Canada, August 7th to 12th? 

One section will be devoted to school 
health problems. The interest expresi^ed 
by a larsff portion of those attending 
the .'school Health Section of the Fed- 
eration meeting at San Francisco, Cal., 
in 1923, and again at Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, in i;t2ri, indicates the value of 
such an arrantrenient. A program deal- 
ing with school health problems common 
to all parts of the world wiU be pre- 
sented. 

Of course, the health section is jost 
one feature of the conference. 

If a representative is to be sent, all 
expenses will necessarily have to be paid 
by a small subscription from each mem- 
ber of the student body. 

One plan for choosing' a representa- 
tive has been suggested and is as fol- 
lows: At a meeting, espeiially (ailed 
for the purpose, the students will nom- 
inate their choice. The names of the 
five nominees having the highest num- 
ber of votes will be submitted to the 
faculty, who will make the final decision. 

Now, there are certain requirements 
that must be regarded: 

1. She must bo a "live wire" and 
must have had some training or expe- 
ence as a public ^>eaker. 

2. The candidate nnl^t have taujrht 
school for at least two years and must 
have had at least two years of college 
work. 

3. She must be registered for the 

Bachelor's or Master's degree to be 
taken in Summer School residence in 
the Florida Stete College for Women. 

4. She must be returning next year 
to the job she held in a public school in 
Florida in 1926-1927. 

5. She must agree to give a full 
write-op of her trip to the press as soon 



as she returns to Florida, giving the 
story of why and by whom she was sent. 

6. She must agree to keep a log of 
her experience, to return to F. S. W. C. 
in the summer of 1928, and give an oral 
report of the activities at the confer- 
ence.

The round table discussion of Thurs- 
day evening was both instructive and 
enjoyable to the large group in attend- 
ance. Dr. Inga O. Helseth began the 
meeting with a concrete objective plan 
for using remedial measures, showing 
the definiteness of this over the old 
"general review" method of former 
years. She placed a helpful outline on 
the board, showing the steps in reme- 
dial testing: 

1. Standardized testing 

2. Assignment to meet the need 

3. Practice materials 

4. Self -test for pupil 

5. Final test 

6. Record. 

Questions from the group as to why 
ought children need remedial work, 
when to give it, and who should give it, 
brought interesting and profiUble re- 
sponse from Dr. Helseth, Dr. DeGraff 
and Miss F'elton. 

Dr. DeGraff suggested the Stanford 
Achievement Tests as excellent, but 
warned of the dangers of giving tests to 
pupils without careful study and 
thorough knowledge by the teacher 
of the instructions, and complete 
familiarity with the tests themselves; 
also the necessity of following instruc- 
tions to the very letter. Te»t« given 
etber dMMi mtactly do more ham tbaa 
good. 

A question from the group in regard 
to how to meet a situation where the 
pupil could not get chemistry because 
of lack of atnlity in simple arithmetic 
involved, started Miss Fehon off on an 
able analysis of the mathematical situa- 
tion. She placed a praph on the board 
showing how children could be stimu- 
lated to remedial work by visualizing 
their own progress. She particularly 
recommended the Compass Diagnostic 
Tests, and pointed out how specific 
difficulties could be located and reme- 
dial work begun at once. 

This stimulating and enthusiastic 
meeting ended all too soon, and 
students are looking forward to the 
next one to be held next Thursday. The 
topic was not announced, but will be 
posted in the Education building. An 
invitation is extended to all students to 
attend the next round table.

WHAT DO YOU KNOIW7 



Have you ever stopped to realize that 
VdU don't know anything until you have 
proved it? That may sound paradoxical 
but it is true. If you can't prove a 
thing you don't really know it. Maybe 
yon say. "But you have to know a thing 
to prove it. " True, but if you try to 
prove something and can't it shows that 
you don't know it. 

For example; When you teaeh a little 
child that two and two make four, he 
believes it, but he doesn't know it until 
he proves it for himself by takinjr two 
apples in one hand and two in the other; 
puttinp them .i iwr. ,,nc at a time, count- 
ing as he does so, until he sees for him- 
self that there are four. 

Everything: that we learn ha.s to jro 
through that same process — mentally at 
least, until it has been proved by each 
of us. 

You can't read a book on swimming, 
lie on the bed and practice your strokes, 
then say, "Oh, yes, I know how to 
swim." You may know the strokes 
and motions to po throusrh. but yi>u don't 
know that you can swim until you go 
into the water and prove it. 

Here is another little point of interest. 
Althousrh a piece of machinery may run 
perfectly when it i.s new. if you let it 
stand idle for any great length of time 
it will become rusty and corroded. Al- 
though yon have proved that y..u know 
a certain thing you must practice it in 
order that it will not be. .,ni. a u.xeless 
burden. Here are the tw.. points, 
briefly: Fast, prove what you think you 
know; second, then practice it.

One way to open a locked door is to 
fall at it and scratch, kick and shuve! 
A better way is to get the key. 

In other words, pluck and force ar,.! 
will-power are all right in their place, 
but they are far from being the only 
secret of success. They are downright 
silly without preparation. 

Knowinir how is half the battle. Prac- 
tice and study count. Skill and effi- 
ciency mean a long time getting ready. 
We are familiar enough with this truth 
in ordinary matters. We send boys to 
school and apprentices to the shop and 
would-be stenographers to night school. 
For we recognize that the untrained 
man these days has to get <<iT the earth; 
there's no room for him. But we often 
fail to carry this primitive common 
sense over into the more -^cri. u-^ con- 
cerns. We forget that on. also has to 
learn how to live. One cannot go at it 
tooth and nail. It is not to be stormed, 
forced and stampeded. It takes science, 
training and practice. 

The learning how is hard, always; but 
essential. The only things one can do 
without practice are over-eatink^ over- 
drinking, laziness, bad temper, seltish- 
ness and general meanness, also usele.ss- 
ness. But the good things come hard. 
Take humility, rarest and noblest of vir- 
tues. The only road to humility is by 
being humiliated, which hurts. 

The only way to patience is by self- 
restraint under irriUtion. If there is 
nothing to gnaw and worry and heckle 
u . then we never learn that beautiful 
art of patience. The only path to belief 
—that is, to the only kind of belief that 
is of any use to character is throuirh 
doubt. Faith is a product that is ground 
"Ut of the mill of di.smay, confaaion, 
despair and struggle. Intellectual as- 
sent is cheap. The confidence that is a 
triumph of the soul over pessimism and 
fatuous reasonings is worth something. 

"The only means toward rest is work. 
It is to tired bones the bed tastes sweet. 
The soul can never enjoy letting go that 
has never hung on. Real placidity is the 
product of strenuosity. 

So also the preparation for knowledge 
is love. Truth is not a lump of some- 
thing a man may go and pick up. Truth 
is not anything at all. It is relation, a 
quality, a .shine, an order. It is not i>er- 
ceived by the intellect; it is perceived 
by the hear-: ih,- intellect merely criti- 
cizes and classilies it.

THE EDUCATION I WISH 1 MIGHT 
HAVE HAD 



By Dr. Frank Crane, in The State 



Education is probably the most in- 
teresting subject that comes before the 

human race. * , i;f„ 

For it is simply another name for life. 
Kvervbodv has his particular views on 
education. Some of these are Vr^ctu^]' 
some too practical, some unpractical, 
and many fantasticaL 

It seems to me it might be interesting 
for a man past 50 to toll the kind of 
education he wishes he n-.K^'t have had. 
What could be more practical than this. 

Freed from all theories, fads or 
..roups and looking at the matter purely 
in its relation to human life and lU 
values in contentment and attainment, 
I can say that instead of the education 
di<i have, which is about the same 
!h.u most people .-t in the Amen^n 
public high school and university, I wish 
I had been trained as follows: 

1 I wish I had early been surrounded 

by gentle, cultured people, reverent, of 
4h principles, with a quick sense of 
^„or, and all the other --"tials of 
true religion and good morals, and that 
it had been early impressed upon me 



that sects and religious organizations are 
of little or no importance. Thus I would 
have got moral training in the only way 
it is to be gotten, which is by personal 
influence, and would have been saved a 
lot of needless trouble. 

2. 1 wish my .vill had been early 
trained by vigorous, intelligent and lov- 
ing discipline. I wish that I had early 
learned what I found out only late, that 
the best joys in life are those that come 
from self-mastery and not from self- 
indulgence. 

3. I wish that my powers of observa- 
tion had been carefully drilled and de- 
veloped, and that I had had some one to 
teach me the rudiments of the sciences 
in the field and not alone in books. 

4. I wish that the whole problem of 
sex had been explained to me before I 
was 14 years old, so that when the fires 
of adolescence came I should have dealt 
with them more intelligently. 

5 I wish that every year during the 
fair weather, till I was 21, I had lived 
outdoors, and that I had come to man- 
hood with a body as healthy as that of 
a panther. 

6 I wish 1 had been early taught the 
dignity and moral self-respect of waitmg 
on myself, and the shame of bemg 

waited on. 

7 I wish that some intelligent teacher 
had studied me and helped me to dis- 
cover that part of the worlds work 
which I could do the best. It took me 
almost 50 years to find this out With 
proper education I would have found it 
out before I was 25. 

8 I wish that I had been taught the 
sacredness and value of money; how to 
make it. how to save it, and how to 

spend it. , ^ , 

f» I wish that I had been taught how 
to "live alone ; how to find resources with- 
in myself and not to depend upon other 

'^^'ThS, of course, is but a partial list, 
and consists in just a few things that 
occur to me now. . 

As a rule, my education consisted m 
a sUly development of memory, the 
learning of a lot of things for which I 
have never had any use, the development 
of reverence for a lot of things that are 
entirely unworthy of it. and the en- 
couragement of enthusiasm which I had 
painfully to discard. 

In other words, about all the educa- 
tion I ever got that did me any good I 
had to get in spite of my schools and my 
teachers.

The round-table dis. us.sjon of Thurs- 
day evening, July 2'J, with Dr. Crouch 
presiding, treated several school prob- 
lems: 

A. In the discussion of home work 
the factors evolved were: 

(I) Home work or outside help 

a. In elementary grades 

1. optional 

2. never as a penalty 

3. held as an opportunity by 
pupil. 

b. In high school 

1. outside reading in litera- 
ture and history may be 
done at home. 
The old m<>thod of home work and 
class re-cit-ation has been replaced by 
directed .study during school hours, thus 
realizing the dream of the over-worked 
mother who wrote the following to the 
principal : 



"1 have four little jrirls attending your 
school. I am up at ti\i . 'clock in the 
morning to get them off to school and to 
get myself ofT to work. It is .six o'clock 
in the evening' wht'ii I reach home ajrain, 
pretty well worn out, and after we have 
had dinner and have tidied up the house 
a bit, it is eifrht o'clock. Then, tired as 
I am. 1 sit down and leach the little jjirls 
the lesson- your teachers will hear them 
say over the following day. Now, if it's 
all the same to you, it would be a jrreat 
help and favor to nu- if you will have 
your teachers teach the lessons during 
the day, and then ail I would have to do 
at night would be to hear them say them 
over." 

— Reasons for failures and slow 
pn^ess in schools: 

1. low nienUlity is chief cause of 
slow p rogre s s. 

2. improper or faulty habits of study. 

3. physical defects. 

4. transferring from one school to an- 
other. 

5. domestic difficulties 

6. absence. 

a. not serious except in long dura- 
tion. 

7. A few recent investigations indi- 
cate that bojrs must do about 25 
per cent better work in school than 
girls to recent, the same trrade. 
This. Dr. Crouch says, may be ex- 
plained, in part, by the fact that 
we have "girl-schools." (Our 
schools being better adapted to 
girls— girls living in a book en- 
-/ironment.) 

The first two of the above faetws are 
the mo.st evident reasons, according to 

statistic.^. 

SUtistics also prove that thi- creat. st 
number of failures occur in the first 
erade. due to faulty methods in teach- 
ing beginning readinjr. such as: 

1. The a. b, c method. 

2. Word method rather than phrase 

method. 

C— Mi.scellaneous problems di.scu.s.sed : 

1. Making the curriculum more prac- 
tical. 

2. Needs for standardized grading. 

3. Better pupii-progreM : (75'^^: of 
pupils allow.-.! to onii! a half-trade 
make good in the grade to which 
they are promoted.) 

4. Kcon.imy of homogeneous groa|>- 
in>r. (The cost of testing may be 
over-balanced by being able to 
handle as many as 40 children in 
certain grades.)

BETTER HAVE EYES EXAMINED 
YEARLY 



Before many years the yearly physical 
examination of supposc.lly well people 
will have become a custom. It has al- 
most become one among the k-a.lcrs. 
The thinking rank and file w,ll soon 
adopt the same custom. 

Doctor Waite, of Boston. wouUl hav 
careful examinations of the eye become 
a part of the annual audit. He gives his 



reasons in a very good little book on 
discovery and preventing glaucoma and 
a few other things. The name of the 
book is "The Care of the Eyes After 
Middle Life." 

The reasons for being so much inter- 
ested in glaucoma are: The eyes wear 
out before the rest of the body does. 
Complete blindness and also partial loss 
of vision are very common in elderly 
people who are otherwise capable o£ 
doing the day's work. The i^cipal 
cause of this failing goes by the nwDae 
of glaucoma. 

The slow forms of glaucoma give no 
symptoms which the ordinary man heeds 
as matters now stand. Chronic, slow 
glaucoma can be detected early. When 
a slowly developing glaucoma is detected 
early its further development can be 
slowed up or even prevented. The proper 
diagnosis and the proper treatment can 
cause a glaucomatous eye to last as long 
as the other organs, and that's long 
enough. 

The symptom^ which should cause 
every one over 45 years of age to sus- 
pect glaucoma are : Colored rings which 
seem to halo bright light; appearance of 
things which indicates that they are be- 
ing seen through .<moke; unexplained 
poor vision in dim light; the fact that 
an unusually good light is requn d for 
reading; diflFiculty in reading even after 
glasses are worn. 

These are merely suggestive signs 
which should lead to further examina- 
tion. Thoy are not enough for a person 
himself or even his physician to make a 
diagnosis on. 

Next comes a test which a skilled lay- 
man can take, but which the ordinary 
layman will fall down on. The field of 
vision is determined by fixing the eye 
on one spot, and then noting how far 
one can see a bright object when that 
object is held to the right, to the left, 
above and below the eyes. When this is 
plotted in the shape of a diagram it is 
called the field of vision. The field of 
vision of a person with glaucoma looks 
like an artist's palette. When the eye is 
fixed there is very little vision m the 
direction of the inner or nose side of 
the evebrows. The field of vision of 
the two eyes should be separately tested. 
If the patient now goes to his eye spe- 
cialist for an audit, the physician in ad- 
dition to the above will find dilated and 
-sluggish pupils, increased tension of the 
eyeballs, diminished light sense, and 
cupping of the optic nerve. 

If the diagnosU is made early the 
progress of glaucoma can be stopped by 
properly made delicate massage of the 
eyeballs, and by an operation to open 
up the drains which carry the fluid from 
the interior of the eyeball. 

The use of drops in the eyes helps for 
a time, but it must not be continued.

AMONG THE DEPAftTMENTS 



The Department of Art 



(By Walter Sarjrfnt) 
l)i |);irtnu'nls of art in several inslilu- 
ii.,T|s owe their origin to professors of 
. classics who realized the aesthetic as 
11 as the historical value of the clas- 
Mial heritage and therefore ffiwe courses 
planned to develop intelligent enjoy- 
ment of works of art. This was true in 
the University of Chicago. The begin- 
! i!,>rs of its Department of the History 
• Art date from the appointment of 
ofessor Frank B. Tarbell in 1894 as 
! ofessor of Classical Archaeology. Pro- 
ii ssor Tarbell later enlarjred the depart- 
ment to include mmlern art and also 
idurses in color and pietorial eomposi- 
n which were being given in the 
hool of Education. 

After Professor Tarhell's retirement 
1K18, the conduct of the Department 
History of Art was in charge of an 
administrative committee until 1924. 
Durinp that year Dr. Burton, who was 
■(m !i pri'sident. di cidcd to form a De- 
partment of Art which should unite the 
various art interests on the campus. 
The work in Art thus became one of the 
ricotrnized departments oi the Schools 

; Arts. Literature and Science. 
The Four Objective* of tke Depertmeat 
In shaping its progress, the newly or- 
(,'atii-/.t il department attempted a some- 
what comprehensive examination of the 
rea.sons for including art in University 
leaching. It took account of the tradi- 
tional type of historical study of art, 
whiih had lonjr since i)roved its great 
value. It was also concerned with the 
ways in which art enters into the current 
of contemporary life. As a result of 
this examination four main objectives 
were defineil somewhat as follows: 

First, to offer to all students an op- 
portunity to gain the kind of acquaint- 
ance with the arts that every educated 
person should possess, whatever his fu- 
ture occupation is to be, and to develop 
an intelligent enjoyment of the world's 
artistic inheritance as a part of general 
( lilt lire. This implied a consideration 
of the arts, not only a.s historical docu- 
ments, but also as embodiments of 
aesthetic experiences and ideals. The 
Di partment felt that capacity to par- 
ticipate in these experiences is not rare, 
but common to the normal person: that 
it may be readily awakened durinL' tha" 
period of high receptivity which consti- 
tutes the college age, and that if this 
intelli^rent appri'ciatioii of art is de 
veloped it will prove to he a resource 
of increasing enjoyment throughout life 
and a constantly available source oi 
spiritual renewal. 

Second, to reach a community much 
wider than that of the University itself 



by traininjj those who will be teachers 
in high schools and colleges. There is 
a marked and growing demand for 
teachers of history, theory and practice 
of art who can present art in such a 
way that it will enter into the daily 
thinking of the students and will minis- 
ter to their cultural life. The attitude 
of people toward art appears to be 
largely determined in high schools and 
colleges. These are strateuie points, 't 
seems a statement of plain fact to say 
that by training teachers the Depart- 
ment has opportunity to no far toward 
shaping that attitude throughout a wide 
territory. 

Third, to offer some jiractical experi- 
ence with the materials of art. The de- 
partment feels that in art, as in any 
other language, a certain intimate in- 
sight and interpretation are gained if 
students have some practice in actual 
use of the language. Therefore, courses 
have been planned in drawing, model- 
ing, color and composition. The princi- 
pal purpose of these courses is interpre- 
tation. They are not to develop tech- 
nical proficiency, but to furnish some 
direct experience in the use of tjrpical 
forms of art and expression. 

While these courses are planned to 
furnish a practical experience with art 
w hirh is of general value to all students, 
they are also a direct help to those who 
will later take up art as a profession. 
Although non-professional in character, 
they give to these students an experi- 
ence with the materials of art compar- 
able to that which laboratory courses in 
chemistoy and physics courses in En- 
glish composition offer to students who 
will later specialize in those fields. It 
has been in the past a prave misfortune 
that those who plan to take up art pro- 
fessionally, and yet who realize the 
value of a broad general education, 
have seldom been able to carry on any 
laboratory work in art as part of their 
college course. They have been com- 
pelled either to postpone systematic 
studio work until after graduation or to 
go earlier than is wise to a professional 
school with its highly s]nciali/.eil inter- 
ests. As a result of these courses, sev- 
eral students have discovered what they 
did not suspect: that art was to be one 
of their major interests. 

Fourth, to forward appreciation of 
industrial art and to cooperate with the 
rapidly arrowing interest in giving to our 
posM'ssiotis and surroundinjrs trreater 
charm and distinction. The department 
believes that, in a sense, there is no 
dividing line between fine and industrial 
art, but rather that art flows into dif- 
ferent channels and incarnates itself im- 
partially in high visions and in things 
of common use, and that taste consists 
in capacity to discern beauty in what- 
ever embodiment it appears. 



At present the department is restrict- 
ed in its attempt to meet its opportuni- 
ties and responsibilities because it has 
no building or endowment. Therefore 
some of its classes must be limited and 
its plans for expansion held in abey- 
ance. It hopes for greater resources in 
the near future because it believes that 
with the unprecedentedly rapid advance 
of science and efficiency there must also 
be a corresponding development .in the 
realms of tastes, preferences and dis- 
criminations, if we are to maintain a 
balance of those elements which can 
make our civilization human in its high- 
est sense. It believes that intelligent 
enjoyment of the arts is a positive force 
in preserving this balance.

From many girls on the campus I 
have heard expressions of disapproval 
and dislike for the existing conditions 
during rush week. Having discussed 
the question with a number of giiis, 
both non-frat and sorority girls, I 
have come to the conclusion that the 
sympathy is entirely with the Fresh- 
men. They are being unfairly treated. 

It is commonly conceded that a girl 
who has come from a high school, 
where she is more or less of an out- 
standing character on her campus, is 
inclined to expect to occupy the same 
position on our campus iinmediateiy 
upon arrival. This would be scarcely 
a practical arrangement, even if it 
should so occur. There is, theretore, 
a necessary amount of adjustment 
which should take i)lace during the 
least possible length of lime so that 
the Freshmen should become fitted 
into her own particular place as 
quickly as pos-sible. It is the aim of 
the orgaiu/atidii, which i.s made in be- 
half of the Freshmen by C. G. A. and

tousistent with this idea, and delays, 
if not entirely frustrates, in a few 
cases, this carefully planned assist- 
ance. If a girl is inclined to feel her- 
self one from many when she arrives, 
she will no doubt have this impression 
heightened when she is singled out 
from so many with so few to be 
rushed by one or more sororities. Of

There 
is obUged to be a certain amount of 
nervous tension whi<di is itself a 
slight interterenoe with the making of 
a clear decision; why add to it so 
immeasnrably When I expressed 
this opinion to one of my friends she 
replied that she. too, disapproved of 
tUs device but that it was impossible 
not to employ it under the present 
system. If for no other reason than 
to aTold this feature I beUere that 
the present system of rushing is badly 
in need of refcmnation.

THE FORSYTE SAGA, by John 
Galsworthy. This is a very fascina^ 
tag Bovel dealing with five genera- 
tions of the ForsytOB. The author, 
through his many characters, brings 
out the Forsytean tenacity that is 'in 
all of us. Bach membdr of this large 
family possesses that "sense of prop- 
erty" which is the keynote of Forsyte- 
ism. 

With great skill the author portrays 
some peculiarity in each of his charac- 
ters which makes you feel that you 
know them well, but not so well that 
you lose Interest la them. One char- 
acter of no little Importance. Philip 
Bosinney. lived and died liefore you 
had formed fully your own opinion <d 
him.

There are nuuiy characters who 
pass into the life <rf the book and out 
again leaving thmnselves well-pio- 
tured in the miad of the reader. 
James, one of the tea cUMrm <tf the 
first Jolyon Forsyte, at 88 ms MU 
organically sound, but was sutferiag 
terribly from the thought that no one 
ever told him anything. Timothy, his 
brother, lived through the world war 
absolutely ienorant of lu ezlsteace. 
and died at the age of 100. All tea 
of these brothers and stateis are 
equally as fasdaatiag as the two 
mentioned.

Your editor has asked nie to tell 
you soinethini; of what Roes on behind 
the dininK room door. The best way 
for you to know ilu- i- to come in 
some day and see « hat \ua have here. 
We shall be .ulad to show you all there 
is to set", inovided you ask one of the 
dietitians when she can show you our 
various departments. One of us is 
alw ;iv s at the desk in the dining room. 

Immediately behind the dining room 
are the dish-washing machines and 
the salad pantry, with a frlgldaire in 
It that holds two thousand salads. Be- 
yond this room is the kitchen proper. 
Downstairs we have our own bakery, 
where aU of our baked goods and des- 
serts come from, and the storeroom. 
Here we have four refrigerator rooms 
and a space as large as half the dining 
room for storing groceries. 

Bey<md the kitchen is the College 
farm. AU the milk we serve comes 
f^m om own farm. A milk count is 
made at r^inlar intervals In the state 
laboratory, and every precaution pos- 
sible is taken to give y i (. l milk. 
All of the eggs we serve on the table 
are from the College farm, or bought 
from the West Florida Poultry Asso- 
ciation. 

Fifty-five people are employed tor 
the preparation and care of the food, 
and seventy-five College students are 
employed to serve the meals. The 
two assistant dietitians whom you see 
in the dining room are Miss Norma 
Bower and Miss Ina Barbee. Miss 
p:ii/.abeth Cole, a senior in the S^ooi 
of Home Economics, is a student as- 
sistant. „ .

This column will be conducted by 
Dr. Anne Sharpe, instructor of liy- 
giene. Dr. Sharpe was College physi- 
cian at the Florida State College in 

1925-26. 

The interest in health today is very 
great, for a new emphasis on health 
is sweeping over the country. 

Until quite recently people seemed 
indifferent to the proper teaching of 
the care of the body, regarding wbicn 
Herbert Spencer lectured the pedo- 
gbgic world over forty years ago. 

We are ^egbmlag to realize that 
knowledge of the nmrmal functions of 
the body and the simple methods of 
keeping them ih healthy action is one 
thing that no educated person idtould 
be excused from possessing. ■ 

When we refnse to follow the path 
of pn^TMs in edaeatton, medicine or 
bnsineBS. onr methods are apt to 
harden Into ^ form. wMch a new 
and progressive genwatKm will Bad 
inadequate. 

There is such a thing as physical 
morality and the preservation of 
health should be considered a sacred 
duty. Students who treat their bodies 
as they please and transgress rules at 
personal hjrgiene, of which they 
should have a definite onderstaading, 
are physical siaaers aad are not only 
committiag a crime against them- 
selves but oftea against the college 
with which they are connected, their 
parents and future generations. 

I should like to ask for your co- 
operation in making a success of this 
newly established course in hygiene 
which your Board of Control, your 
College president and the wise men 
of the Florida State legislature have 
seen fit'to authorize for your College.

1 he Petting of this story is tbe Amer- 
ican Civil War. James Praaer. Boyd's 
hero, is the son of a very poor farmer. 
He is struck with tbe beanty of Stew 
art Prevost, who is the dao^ter of a 
wealthy planter. James, arrayed in 
bis new store suit, with his fiddle nn- 
der his arm. dares to call upon the 
young lady; hut as he is of the lower 
class, he is not kindly received. 

Boyd's idea in writins this novel Is 
not to exjiouiid the love affair of James 
Fraser and Stewart I'revost. tut to 
rring to light forgotten truths about 
the hardshiris of the soldiers. 

The Civil War I roke out and James 
fought for the Confederates. The Kra- 
sers owned no slaves. 1 ut .inmes and 
his oompanicns. fighting the Yanks 
who would free the negroes, are in 
reality freeing themselves.

What Is an educated man? Or to 
put It another way, Who is educated? 
Among the multitudinous replies 
which have been given to that ques- 
tion it is doubtful it there are any 
which are superior to the following: 
"An educated BUB ia » auoi mho ia on- 
to his job." 

According to that definition there 
are many men in greasy overalls who 
are far better educated than the major- 
ity of professional men. And as one of 
that number — though his overalls are 
not usually very greasy— we would 
like to nominate the popular Talla- 
hassee mechanic, "Dick" Miller.

The Increasing amount of smoking 
among young women, especially In 
colleges for women and among oo-eds, 
is at present causing much concern on 
the part of those whe devote their 
time and thought to the welfare of 
college students. 

In discnsslng the qaestloa It Is 
usual for those interested to f^gard 
the smoking habit as both a health 
and a moral problem. 

A good argument In favor of Its un- 
desirable effect upon the body is 
proven in the cnstom of college ath- 
letes, when coaches do not permit 
smoking by those entered to play on 
the team. 

All athletes -who seek to excel in 
sport do not use tobacco, becaaae it 
impairs physical efficiency. 

The symptoms following excessive 
smoking are loss of appetite tor whole- 
some food, irritable heart nervous- 
ness, and a disturbed stomach. 

To a person ha'vlng weak nerves, 
smoking will never prove anything but 
harmful. 

No proof of a scientific kind shows 
that the effects of smoking is more 
serious on women than men. 

Tho.?e interested in the subject of 
rai ial health have speculated upon the 
possible serious effects of smoking on 
the supposed more delicate nervous 
system of women. But up to the pres- 
ent time no scientific facts have been 
reached. 

Smoking as a rule is not practiced 
as an occasional pastime or as a 
means of being sociable, but more 
often becomes a habit ahd a necessity. 

It is wise always to avoid creating 
a demand for something that may 
|irii\e liarniful rr whose discontinuance 
may be difficult or even impossible. 

One of the lessons in moral hygiene 
teaches the importance for early 
building of character as a mental and 
n?rvous protection. 

.\n undesirable effei t of sniokinpc 
among college students (where it is 
not a recognized and permitted evil) 
has a tendency to destroy personality, 
through the necessary secret and con- 
cealed nature of the act. 

It is Impossible to continue any 
secret practice without suffering a 
decided personal loss, which is mani- 
fested in the general health, in loss of 
confidence, and is refle< ted in the well- 
being of both body and mind.

students desiring scholastic honors 
on the campus should be inspired to 
woA to try to make an honorary 
ftatemity. Everyone la eUgible for 
membership, the only requisite being 
excellent scholarship. Of ooorne one 
has to be an "A" student, bat "A'S" 
mean a lot more if they are made wUh 
an object in view. The next qaesUon, 
of course, is whether an honor can 
come to a person in more than one 
field of work. On our campus we have 
nine honorary societies, covering every 
branch of work. These are Kappa 
Delta Pi, national honorary fraternity 
in the field of education; Omicron Nu, 
honorary society for majors in Home 
Economics; Alpha Chi Alpha, honorary 
journalistic fraternity; Eta Sigma 
Phi. national classical honorary ; Phi 
Alpha Theta, national historical so- 
ciety; Chi Delta Phi. national honor- 
ary in the field of literature; and Beta 
Pi Theta, national French honorary. 
Besides these honoraries in specialized 
work, there are two societies which 
are open to the best ontstanding, all- 
around students. These are Phi 
Kappa Phi, national honorary giving 
recognition to students of high scholas- 
tic ability ; and The Torchbearera, a 
Senior honorary society for contribu- 
tion made along the lines of scholar- 
ship, leadership, and service. To be- 
romi- a member of either of these is 
the greatest honor that can be given 
to a student in our college. Phi Kappa 
Phi is given for scholarship, but the 
members of the Torchbearers are 
chosen for campus activities along 
with a high scholastic standard. This 
honor is conferred on Seniors only. 

Some fraternities elect only Seniors 
for members ; others elect Juniors, and 
some are open to all classes, although 
the honor is not usually conferred be- 
fore the third or fourth year, for the 
fraternities must protect their high 
standards, and this can be done only 
through competent members. So Fresh- 
men and Sophomores need not be dis- 
couraged, for during both years their 
records are watched, and their ability 
judged. It should be the ambition of 
every girl in the college to make one 
of the honorary societies which we 
liave oa the campus.

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Syracuse University Foiiwi* 
den to DismiM 



Byracose. New Tork (Br New Stn- 
dent Serrlce) — She was not the "^Tr- 
acose type", and "there baa been 
rumors", so Miss Beatrice Anthony, 
almost a year ago, was asked politely 
to withdraw from the anirerslty. 
She did, but not oonttttt with the 
meager explanation itftaed her by 
Syracuse deans and assistant deans, 
she took the matter to court and there- 
by started an interesting bit at litiga- 
tion that is far from ended. 

The university, ordered by a su- 
preme court justice's decision to rein- 
state the banished student -who wasn't 
the "type", nas marie ready for ex- 
tended combat. With no more ex- 
planation than it offered when it took 
its first step in the ouster epic, It has 
entered an appeal from the decision 
in Miss Anthony's favor. Hostilities, 
now adjourned, will re-commeuce 
probably in January. 

When Miss Anthony could get no 
more explanation than the curt "not 
the type" for her summary dismissal 
she appealed to the court. The uni- 
versity, however, was not Inclined- to 
expand on its original statement, seek- 
ing refuge and authority in the pledge, 
acknowledging attendance to be a 
"privili^e and not right", which all 
Syracuse students must sign. On this 
pl3dge the defense rested, refusing to 
consider explanations necessary. 

The court thought outherwise, and 
JuHtice Edward N. Smith declared the 
pledge void and without legality, and 
the university, as a semi-public in- 
stitution acting without authority in 
dismissing without stating the cause. 
With one judicial stroke great rejoic- 
ing was brought to many studenta iBd 
great sorrow to many deans. 

But the university is tenacious. 
From Chancellor Charles W. Flint 
down to the merest official flunkey, 
the onlTersity's right to unqualified 
dismissals Is still a matter of firm 
faith, despite Judge Smith to the con- 
trary. So the fight goes on, and In 
the meantime Miss Anthony, rudely 
separated from her educational career 
at the beginning of her senior year, 
awaits the final word from on high. 
She wanted to spend a year In teach- 
int: after graduation, "but." she said, 
'if this keeps up much longer I shall 
be an elderiy weam belDc* It Is 
finished." 



Hm New Learning 



Los Angeles, Cal. (By New Student 
Service) — Utilitarians who have been 
spending a few happy years berating 
the universities for their failure to 
deal In the practical may now be of 
good cheer. The inevitable has come 
to bi\ and the ITniversity of Southern 
California, keeping step with the 
march of civilization, has introduced 
a four-year course of training for mo- 
tion-picture Industry . 

The specified course of study in- 
cluded architecture and fine arts, 
technique of cinematograph, and com- 
position, literature and criticism. As 
outlined the study will deal with the 
technical phases of the motion picture 
Industry. Hollywood has not yet been 
nienticned in connection with the cul- 
tural innovation. 

The New York World gives proof of 
its interest in Southern California's 
venture by submitting a proposed 
curriculum. This, in part, follows: 

"Cinema 3a. I'micistudying. How 
to substitute for Rin Tin Tin without 
running foul of the dog-<^atcher. 1 
hour a week. Prof Lon Chaney." 

"Cinema 2b. Osculation. While some 
instruction is given in theory, this is 
primarily a laboratory course. During 
the first semester the student will 
work under the direction of the In- 
structor; during the second he will 
be required to perform one original 
ezperlmmit, to be not less than 100

In some families the members are 
uniformly plump— while others are 
notable for lean, wiry, angular forms. 

This does not necessarily constitute 
a difference in vitality. It is merely a 
difference in type, although each type 
requires somewhat different hygiene. 
Rones weijrh a good deal, and any gen- 
crril increase in their weight and size 
will make considerable difference in 
one's wcijilit. 

KfTorts to reduce in weight can make 
no difference in the size of the bones 
and very little in muscles. Only fat 
or ftdlpose tissue is in any degree In- 
flnence<i in 'jnantity. 

<Jirls trifle dangeronsly sometimes 
with lio<Iily nutrition because they do 
not realize that their liones and 
muscles, not their fat, are making up 
their extra weight. 

If they reduce enough to reach 
weight taMe standards, they wfll both 
look and feel undernourished. 

It is not enouph to consult a table 
of weights and I hen eat either more 
or loss. The question !■ amdl more 
than one of food. 

In other words the weight tallies 
represent weights that for the aver- 
ages indicate adequate nutrition. The 
weights given cannot be considered to 
l>e ideal for each individual. They 
represent merely an effort to establish 
some standard by which to CMge 
weight. I would suggest — 

(t) Not to dwell too modi upon the 
thought of weight. 

(2) If you feel, for aesthetic reasons, 
you are not well-proportioned, then cut 
out the starchy foada» and take more

Wliat Bertrand Russcffl 
BelieTes 



Bertrand Russell, outstanding BSng- 
llsh i^osopher and educator, la mak- 
ing a lectnre tour of Amwicaa col- 
leges. The following interview was 
granted for The New Stndoit and this 
publication: 

"U yon cannot liberalize the stitf Oit 
there is no hope for America." This 
is Bertrand RnsseU's word to the col- 
leges. More than that It la a ehal- 
lenge to the studmts at tiiese eollegea, 
for the British philosopher idaced the 
growth of American liberalism In tha 
llg^t of the world's one great hope tor 
peace. 

"Liberals in the United States need 
realize," he added, "that America 
dominates the world. To liberallM tha 
United States is to Itberallse the world. 
Liberals elsewhere feel this keenly and 
it explains their Intense latarest In 
the Sacoo-VanaettI caae." 

It Is on sndbi oomment that llherab 
thrive and grow tat and Rnsaell 
understaiida. "There la too nmdi tm- 
dency In this oouitry for Uborals to 
sit aronad and talk only. It is not good 
tor a man of 20 to sit around and think 
all of the wortd's problems are strived. 
That is aU right lA 70 when the brain 
is decaying. The liberals have gone 
on too long with shibboleths. It Is 
time for them to find out whtft part <rf 
their program may be avpUed to 
solutions of wOTld problems. Amerleaii 
liberals are too mureallattc and too m- 
willing to face facta. America should 
use her wealth to keep world peace. 
This the liberals shonld teach. It la 
a program that shonld please the 
nationalists. Peace, not pacifism. Is 
the hope of the world. I mean pease 
by force. Thia Idea la expressed In 
the covenant of the Leagne of Nations. 
WhUe the covenaat to not Meal, the 
doctrine is ri|^t" 

Of the dominating ideas in the 
Amwiean onlversltles the man who 
wrote Bdaeatton and the Good Life 
said thte: 

In the prtvate nafrandtlee It to the 
wishes of the millionaires firom vdiom 
they seek endowments. In the state 
ualversitles tt te the persona. I Uke 
the mlUloBalres better. The Bnglliai 
universities are more liberal than 
those In America. FOr one thing they 
are self-governing, and they are so 
old that they no longer need be re- 
sponsive to public opinion. They need 
not worry about losing their respect- 
ability. Because of their age and long 
established position, no matter what 
they do they remain respectable." 
Bertrand Russell knows. "Respect- 
ability" has barred him more than 
once from nniversitles lx>th in Bnf- 
land and America. 

Russian education does not find a 
supporter In Russell. While hesltatlnc 
to speak without first-hand informa- 
tion he based his opposition on Its 
tMidency "to produce an air of ortho- 
doxy. It is incredibly dogmatic, and 
everything contains communistic doc- 
trines." 

In speaking of the Russian progress 
in the field of mathematics, even 
though "it is not a popular or Marxist 
subject" the Englishman, himself an 
outstanding mathematician, told of 
meeting aboard ship a Russian pro- 
fessor of mathematics. This man re- 
marked that a iirofessioiial .suggestion 
to bis Bolshevist students that math- 
ematics might be studied, and hold an 
interest, apart from political or eco- 
nomic doctrines, was met with jeers 
and the suggestion that the teacher's 
i mind might be unsound. 

The string present Russian bent 
toward practical training is analogous 
to the growth Qf vocational training 
in American oolites, said Russell, 
adding, "there is too much eniT)hasl8 
In America on work.

COLLEGE FARM OF 
F.S.C. INCREASED 
IN PAST 18 YEARS 



Eighteen years ago the Florida 
State College farm was started with 
five hogs and five acres of land. Today 
we have 250 acres of land and numer- 
ons live stock. There is a nu dern 
dairy barn where GO "contented cows" 
give choice milk for the dining room 
and kitchen nse of the college, and 55 
head of dry cows, heifers, and calves 
graze in the psistures. An ample 
amount of silage for the cows is car- 
ried iu three large silos. The i)urchase 
of the iive hundred acres has been the 
only cost of the farm to the State. 
Many buildings, tractors, implements, 
tools, livestock and fencing have been 
realized from the profits of the &rm 
in the last eighteen years. 

There are 100 head of hogs fed from 
the garbage left from the dining rooml 
Hogs are slaughtered during cool 
weather and sold iu the summer. Dur- 
ing the pact sommer 91,835.00 was 
netted from the sale of bogs. 

One thooaand laying Jiens produce 
eggs for the dining room; S30 doseu 
eggs have bem gathered ia one wedt. 
Near the diicken yard are 2.000 little 
white Leghorn chicks. Small fenced lots 
about the chicken pens grow oats and 
rye as fresh green food for the cliicks. 

Fields of beets", potatoes, melons, 
swiaah, onloBS, cabb-qge, etc., furnish 
vegetables for the dining room. As 
an experiment, blueberries were plant- 
ed last year. 

Back of the college buildings are 
rose gardens, and numliers of attrac- 
tive sweet flowers, where cut-flowers 
can be gathered ft)r the tab'.es. Daisies 
are grown and often sold to the girls 
at graduation time. 

The college farm is now growing 
practically all the hedging and orua- 
mental plants that add so much to 
the beauty of the campus. 

The small farm of eighteen years 
ago has prospered into a large, attrac 
tive, modem farm playing a large part 
iu the niecess of tlw Xlorida State 
College.

Half -Time Teaching Scholar- 
dnps 

Arrangements have been made with 
the public school authorities for a 
reasonable number of half-time teach- 
ing scholarships. Only two kinds of 
students are recommended for these 
positions, two-year and four-year grad- 
uates who have proven their ability to 
teach very successfully. Two students 
are appointed to one position; each 
gives half her time to teaching the 
particular grade or subjects in ques- 
tion and half her time to collie work 
leading to a more advanced degree. 
The salary of the position is divided 
equally between the two persons on 
the job. This plan enables strong, 
ambitious young women to continue 
their professional work. 

The above item la put in tor tbe in- 
formation of BYeshmen and Sopho- 
mores in the School of Edacatitm who 
have made an excellent record in 
scholarship and In mat^ice teachingr, 
and desire to have some means of con- 
tinuing their work in Collie. 

It there are any students in tbe

Ing-up for these half-time teacbing 
scholarships they should see Dean 
Salley. a year or two ahead in order to 
provide for future contingencies. Dean

From 1700 to 1900 such discoveries 
numliered 40S, while in the quarter 
of a century since the latter date 
there have been more than 500 scien- 
tific medical discoveries. This move- 
ment towards health and longevity is 
advancing with rapid stride not only 
in the Lnite^ States but over the 
oittre wmld.

"You know what' I mean" is steadily 
gaining in popularity. A few years 
ago only a limited number of eccentric 
etaaracters made haUtual use of It, 
now a great number of supposedly 
normal IndiTlduals do so. Briefly, 
this phrase la a substitute for thought 
It fits anywhere in a spoken or written 
sentence. It can be made to take the 
place ot a forgotten word, a name that 
eludes the tmigue. or whole sentences 
of finely shaded meaning. If it were 
printed on a piece of tmfer it could be 
made into a "stampw" 

Two 8tBd»tB in the midi^t of an 
iatricate argument. Just at the point 
where their statements sliould be 
most lucid and specific so as to guide 
the listener along a little traveled 
path, finish their statemeuts laiuely 
with "You know what I mean. " Girls, 
in their conversation, dote on finish- 
ing their words with this magic 
phrase that means everything and yet 
Signifies nothing. 

But the spirit of this phrase does 
not terminate in conversation. If it 
did. perhaps it could be overlooked. 
During personal exchange, gesture, 
pantomime and expres.sicu may in 
some intangible way convey the un- 
spoken meaning. Perhaps two minds 
can be concentrated so that words 
become superfluous and infection and 
expression insure continuity of 
thought. But in writing and in think- 
ing there can be not even such a by- 
pothetlcal justification. 

In written work. "You know what 
I mean" is fully replaced by its chil- 
dren the familiar anii persistent trite 
phrases, "Stickers" as Malcom S. Mc- 
Lean ot the English department so 
aptly calls them. Here again, the 
mind, groping for expression fastens 
first on an easy substitute. The hasty, 
jack-rabbit mind and the lazy mind, 
not having the time or inclination to 
shuffle tiiroush its stores and find 
the specific works makes ready use of 
this substitute being very likely some 
catch phrase made common through 
usage. Powerful, vigorous minds 
throughout the ages have disregarded 
ti." uiake-shiit, "You know what 1 
mean" and have built up their own 
original diction. 

What's to be done then? If "You 
know what 1 mean" indicates men- 
tal laziness the cure is obvious. A 
prodding of the mind is all that is 
needed. The will must be made to 
consider the mind as a slipshod ser- 
vant loving leisure and not desiring 
to hunt uvi-riuug for the right word. — 
Minnesota bailv.

While almost con- 
eedlns that there in no reason why 
good athletes should not be good 
scholars, this pai>er «;oes on to deny 
vehemently tbe charge that entrants 
need be anywhere near genius. In a 
iit-i'd editorial. Coach Hughes was 
luotoil as denying the statments attri- 
buted to liini. while the Del'auvv, half- 
heartedly holdinK ti> its earlier belief 
ihal only the undesiralile athlete is now 
eliminated, concluded that its own 
KtandardB are not too high, but those 
i f other wnferenee teams are too low. 
Dii.'v says tbe paper, creates a crisis.

No More Automoliikt 



New York. N. Y. (By New Student 
^'Tviie.) — With rusli work at an end, 
student automoliilists in many colleges 
Hre taking' their i-ars home and. b.v 
deans' orders. lea\ inp them there, .^s 
« »i)pic for (iis< iission in college press 
and. evidently, in chapel and fraternity 
house, is the ever-growing stringency 
I r anti-automobile rules, deslgneil to 
remove at least one obstacle in the way 
of serious study. 

University of Oklahama, DePauw, 
Lnlversity of Illinots. Princeton, Wes- 
leyan, Urslnns, Dartmouth and Midi- 
imn are among the drlve-at-the-rlak-of 
expulsion: inatitntions. Exceptions 
are made in some cases where cars are 
needed for Iraslnees imrpofles. Prince- 
ton, with perfajipe the severest rules, 
grants the use of automobOes to dis- 
abled stodents only. These favored 
drivers are forbidden, however, from 
permitting other students to use their 
automobiles to ride with them. It was 
these rules that resulted in the resig 
nation of the student council last year. 
But the martyrdom was unavailing, 
and Dean CbristieQ Gauae has made 
It plain that ei^aii^o awaits violators 



Cambridge, Mass. (By New Student 
Service) —Harvard's tutorial system, 
recogni/.e<i ;:enerally as the American 
counterpart of the Oxford and Cam- 
bridge plans, and the goal toward 
which many universities in this coun- 
try are working, is not only different 
from the British plans, but is not 
meant to approximate them. 

This was e.xi)lained in the Crimson 
by Prof. R. M. Eaton, chairman of the 
board of tutors in philosophy, who be- 
lieves that the lecture system "must 
continui" to tjear the load of imparting 
information, while the tutor integrates 
this diverse material and aids the stu- 
dent in gaining an intdUgeat grasp of 

the whole field." 

in coiitrast to the function of the 
Oxford tutor who prepares his stu- 
dent for examinations, the Harvard 
plan assumes that his courses give the 
student sufficient information for that, 
leaving tbe tutor free to unify the 
knowledge and hoBttnlM it 

FV>r this reason Prof. Baton believes 
the lecture and tatorial systems inter- 
dependent, and regards as bad the 
posslMlity of weakening either. The 
lecture system resulted in "written 
exposition," whereas the tutorial sys- 
t«n porndta "verbal diacnsaion of the 
field." 

Professor Eaton defines the fnnc- 
tion of the tutor as that of discover- 
ing the "individually of the student, 
finding his main interests, and then 
arousing an expression of those ideas 
by which knowledge becomes a living 
part of the stodents' mental fiber."

It is made in accordance 
with Dr. Richard's specifications by 
the Oaertaer Gkdentttlc Coivoration, 
famed Instrument makers of Chicago. 

The objectivs Is a hand-wrought lens 
with a pedigree, tor it was the last to 
be ground by the hand of the late 
O. L. Petitdidier and is b<msid«Ped one 
of his best lenses. Tbe surfaces of the 
lens eonform to a complex matbe- 
matical equation with no departure 
greater than a few millimeters of an 
inch, an amount detectable only by 
special optical or electrical devices. 

The most nuxiern accessories are 
provided inclmlinK a periscope for 
overhead ohservat ion. an auxiliary 
telesroiie for setting the large one and 
an adjustable polarizing eye piece for 
safe scrutiny of spots and eruptions on 
the surface of the sun. The entire 
device is eight feet long and is 
Mperior in every respect to the tele- 
scope with which Saturn's rlngB, tbe 
(Gra tinned on page two.)

Addition to Gilchrist HaU 



Work has begun on the addition to 
Gilchrist Hall, planned by Mr. Rudolph 
Weaver, architect to the Board of 
Control at the I niversity of Florida, 
with .Mr. l.<'o ..\lslu-iiner of Deland, 
Florida, general contractor. 

The liuildiuic is to be of reinforced 
concrete with brick outside and a 
stone trim, similar to the present Gil- 
christ Hall. The walls will be of wood 
studing covered with metal lath and 
plaster. The concrete floors will be 
covered with linoleum as la ^the 
History building. 

There are 101 double rooms to ac- 
commodate girls, each room equipped 
witb two U^ts and a double base out- 
let. A suite to accommodate two 
matrons, and one guest suite. These 
are two rooms with private bath. The 
addition will have four small parlors 
and one large living room, 21 x 48. 
This room will be trimmed with oak, 
have a tile floor, a larg« fire-place and 
tile manteL There will be an office 
for the matron in charge of the living- 
room. The dormitory rooms will be 
finished in the same way as the 
present rooms. 

The tire stairs will be surrounded 
with a concrete wall. 

The building will also have a sepa- 
rate kitchen and laundry. 

While the addition to Gilchrist is 
being worked ou the bath rooms in 
the present wing are being completed. 

It is expected that this fine building 
will be ready for use by tbe first of 
next school year.

I to you swing along easily and 
grai efidly. toes straight ahead, or do 
you turn your toes out and walk on 
the inside of your feet to avoid dis- 
comfort V 

You may have been tMUtrht to turn 
your toes out. 1-or years that manner 
of walkiiif; was tau>;ht to the men of 
our army and navy. and. unfortu- 
nately, is still taught to children in 
some ii( our schools. Feet deserve 
letter treatment than they receive. 
They an- marvellously built, and it 
properly treated will render uood seiT- 
ice. You will be richly repaid if you 
stuily how to use iliem and lare for 
t hem. 

\Vea:-im.' ill fitting shoes cause the 
arches to s.ig and lose their strength 
airil the bones may slip out of jilace. 

The body rests upon the feet, as .-i 
high building rests upon its fminda- 
tioii. If tlie feet liecome weakened or 
flattened one is apt to feel the effects 
in many parts of the body. 

One of the lauses of flat foot or 
fallen arch is toeing out. The wei-'hl 
(■f ibe body is ujeant to be carrieil in 
a straight line throuirh the renter <|f 
the foot, the toes giving the forward 
push to every step. 

.>hoes that are stiff, tight or tin) 
short limit the action of the foot mus- 
cles and cause them to lose their idas- 
ticity and tone. Faulty shoes also 
cause bad iMisture. and this leads to 
general ill-health. 

Nature usually retaliates when she 
Is abustHl. so if you S(piee/'.e your feet 
she will make them l.irger by enlarg- 
ing the joints. 

Men's shoes are nioie apt lo follow 
the shape of tbe foot than women's. 
In sidte of that, when the men of the 
Flitted State.« were examined for 
service in the World War numerous 
defects were found in tlie foot. Twelve 
IHU- (cut of iill men examined were 
f(.uiid to h.ne flat foot and "."i i>er cent 
were found to be wearing unsuitable 
shoe*, either too small or too laige. 

Take pleniy of time when .selecting 
.siloes. Try on both shoes. Staml with 
your weii-'ht entirely on one foot and 
"then on tbe other. Have the shoe fit 
the foot and not the foot fit the shoe. 

Poor feet interfere with the activ- 
ity necessary to carry lui one's work 
with eft'icit'ucy. Too; feet iiccess.-irily 
deprives ontt of exercise, which inter- 
feres with i-'ciieral health. In other 
words, mental and physical efficiency 
is greatlv influenced by the condition 
of the feet, aiifl this apiilies very 
t(uciblv to college students.

The room between the towers, with 
Its beautiful nuirnl decorations, de- 
signed and executwl by the advanced 
classes in Design, made an adiniiable 
setting for tlie large variety of work 
di^layed. Florida trees, Fhnlda birds, 
and Florida water plants, as well as 
tiny alligators all highly c<mvaiti<m- 
ullzed, were worked into the decora- 
ti<«8. Thete were mounted qieeimens 
of drawings from still life, of outdoor 
sketching, figure Aetchii^, of varied 
and artistic examples of des^n, and 
drawings from casts, any ntunber of 
pieces well deserve praise; in par- 
ticular the oil sketches of the campus 
scenes and the driyeway of <JOOD- 
WOOD.
